Ir is about three months since we first 
heard a force of 5,000 men was being 
diredted from Java against the little 
State of Acheon on the north coast of 
Sumatra. We knew nothing of the 
resources of Acheen, and nothing of the 
cause of the war; but every one in- 
ferred that the couclusion was fore- 
gone, that Sumatran levies could not 
hold ground against European troops, 
and that the object of Holland, what- 
ever that might be, would be speedily 
attained. There can hardly be a doubt 
that the inferences were just, and will 
eventually be verified. But the expedi- 
tionary force has, in the meantime, re- 
ceived a severe check and been obliged 
to withdraw from the country; and 
the motives of policy’ which led to its 
despatch are now gradually leaking out 
through discussions in the Batavian 


papers. 
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Enropeans have had trading re- 
lations with Acheen for nearly 400 
years, since a Portuguese named Si- 
quera visited the country in 1509. 
‘The Dutch intercourse began nearly a 
hundred years later, but soon became 
more permanent as they drove the Por- 
tuguese from their factory in the South 
of Sumatra, and gradually established 
a political supremacy. ‘They overran 
Acheen more then once in the 17th 
century, but ultimately recognised its 
independence and entered into an alli- 
ance- with the Sultan. The Dutch 
Settlements were captured by England 
during the French war, but were re- 
linquished shortly’ after its close; the 
British Government, however, reserving 
certain rights of interference in Suma- 
tran affairs, which were abandoned two 
years ago, in 1871, under a treaty by 
which Holland made over to Great 
Britain certain possessions on the West 
Coast of Africa, The policy of Hol- 
land no doubt then was, and is, to exe 
tend her rule over Sumatra as com. 
pletely as it now extends over Java; 
and it would seem from a semi-official 
communication to the Algemeen Dag. 
blad, written to justify the withdrawal of 
the expedition after its defeat, thaton the 
conclusion of the treaty with England 
Acheen began, with a presentiment of 
her fate, to cast about for new alliances, 
‘The Government of Java seems to have 
at once resolved to forestall interference, 
treated this as an act of treason, de. 
manded a recognition of its feudal 
superiority, and despatched an expedi- 
tion to enforce the claim. ‘The expodi- 
tion landed early in April; succeeded 
in capturing some forts on the beach, 
but was severely defeated with the loss 
of its commandant, General Kohler, and 
500 men killed and wounded, in an at- 
tack on the Citadel of Acheen. Steps 
were immediately taken at Batavia to 
despatch reinforcements, and General 
Verspijch was appointed to succeed 
General Kohler in the command. But 
before the troops could leave, news 
came that a Council of War held before 
Acheen considered the continuation of 
the war inadvisable, and the recall of 
‘the troops necessary. The motive 
‘urged was the difficulty of communicat- 
ing with the shore for two or three 
months during the S. W. monsoon, and 
the continuous rain during the summer 
season. The Government acquiesced in 
thé-validity of these reasons, and the 
expedition was recalled ; but with the 
fall intention of prosecuting it during 
the winter. In the meantime Acheen 
is reported to have sent an Embassy to 
Turkey asking her mediation; and it 





of West Sumatra are selling off their 
produce, and purpose going to the assist- 
ance of their neighbour. So that Hol- 
Jand seems to bave raised rather a hor- 
net’s nest, and tohave no easy task before 
her. Of the ultimate result, however, 
if mediation does not intervene and 
the two parties are left to fight out the 
battle, there can hardly be a doubt. 
Indisciplined bravery, with spear, 
sword and musket, cannot hold out 
against discipline, breech-loader and 
bayonet ; and the end of the war be- 
gun will no doubt, as the writer in the 
Algemeen Dagblad predicts, also be the 
end of Acheen’s independence. 

A noteworthy feature in the affair 
is the amount of attention it is attract- 
ing in Europe. Fifty years ago, an 
expedition to Acheen would have been 
hardly known, or would at any rate 
have attracted very little notice. It is 
significant of the change in this respect, 
that the explanations in the Dutch 
Chambers are generally discussed, that 
the Dutch Government has addressed 
acireular on the subject to the European 
Courts, and that all these facts are 
thought worthy of transmission by tele- 
gram to different parts of the World.

A claim by Mr, R. H, Gore-Booth 
against Messrs, G. Barnet & Co., for 
brokerage on the sale to the Chinese Mer 
chants’ SN. Co. of the steamers Day- 
break and Precursor, was tried before the 
Supreme Court on Wednesday. ‘The Plain- 
tiff claimed 5 per cent. on Tis. 100,000 paid 
for the Daybreak, which he had been in- 
strumental in selling, and a like percent- 
age on Tis. 68,921 paid for the Precursor, 
which had ben sold by the Dofendants 
direct, on the ground that he had intro- 
duced tie business. ‘The Defendants were 
willing to pay brokerage at the rate of 24 per 
cent on the sale of the Daybreak, but repu- 
diated the claim in respect of the Preowsor, 
The Jury awarded the Plajutiff his full 
claim of 5 per cent, in respect of the first, 
and 2b per cont in respect of the latter 
vessel. 

‘The Report of the French Municipal 
Council contrasts pleasantly—for our 
neighbours—with that lately placed before 
the Ratepayers on the North of the Yang- 
king-pang. ‘The accounts shows a surplus 
of Tis. 16,000. We have not yet had time 
to exainin e them in detail, but translate, in 
the meantime, the brief explanatory re- 
port which accompanies them, 

On Saturday last a number of the yachts 
forming the S. Y. ©. fleet started on « 
trip to the Si-tai lake, with the object 
of practising evolutionary’ movements 
by tignal, Setting out at about 6.80 
p.im., the yachts, including the Fearless, . 
(Commodore's) Emily (Vice-Commodore 
Roberts), Nimrod, Gracie, arid Madcap, 
beat up against an adverse tide and wind, 
rendezvoused at Minhong, aud reached the 
lake early the following morning. ‘The 
Charm and Phantom also went part of the 
way, but their owners were unable to 
join in the expedition throughout. After 
a few hours pleasant sailing or the lake, 
during which the projected naval drill was 
carefully and satisfactorily followed, the 
yachts sailed on the homeward voyay 
about 4 p.m., beating or towing against 
bafiling winds till the Hwongpu was again 
reached, ‘The Nimrod arrived in Shanghai 
about 9.30 a.m. on Monday, and the others 
between 12and 1, with the exception of the 
Emily, which had carried away her mast 
above the Seven-mile Reach, and followed 
later under jury rig. Agreeable weather 
was experienced till Monday, when it 
became wet and squally, although under it 
good time was made on the river, We 
notice the affair at greater length else- 
where. 

A very sensible letter has boon ad- 
dressed by the Shanghai Chamber to the 
Hankow Chamber of Commerce, about 
Ocean steamer racing. The practice, it 
is argued, benefits no one; it causes 
an unnecessary expenditure of fuel, and 
tempts masters to dangerous proceed- 
ings such as resulted in the loss of the 
Drummond Castle; it increases, therefore, 
the risk to the underwriter ; aud it leads 
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merchants into hasty operations which de- 
pend for their success on ‘what is little 
more than a gambling chance of a particu- 
lar vessel being first to arrive.” 

‘We print on another page a letter which 
has been addressed by the Chamber of 
Commerce to the several Treaty Consuls, 
onthe subject of the Teaand Silk Guilds’late 
‘The inconsistence of the Guilds’ 
s with the treaty stipulations 
against interference with the freedom of 
trade, is pointed out; and the tu quogue 
argument is admirably put that, as the 
Guilds are so anxious to promote harmony 
in trade, they had better prevent the 
packing of bad silk under chops which used 
to be a guarantee of goodness, the wet 
ting of silk so as to make it overweight, 
and get Chinese law rectified so that for- 
eigners can find betterredress when Chinese 
fail to fulfil their contracts. 

We hear that the Chinese Silk Guild 
have completely retired from the position 
they took up so energetically a week or 
two ago, ‘The fact that Foreigners show 
no great anxiety. to buy, and that Chinese 
interest has been varying lately from 8 m. 
to Tis. 1.40 per 1,000 per day, may have 
had something to do with their retreat. 
The ostensible plea we believe is that the 
"Yaotai declined to endorse their proceed- 
ings. 

‘We understand that the creditors of Mr. 
R. W. Halket have petitioned that he be 
adjudicated a bankrupt, in order that a 
trustee be appointed to administer his 
estate for the general behoof. 

‘We are informed that Capt. McRitchie 
intends to appeal to the Board of Trade 
against the decision of the Naval Court 
eld to enquire into the circumstances 
attending the loss of the Diwmmond Castle, 
on the ground that such decision is against 
the weight of evidence, or, if uot, that the 
sentence is too severe. 

‘he appeal made to the community for 
clothing for the shipwrecked crew of the 
Drummond Castle as been most liberally 
responded to. In fact the Consular ship- 
ping oftice is crammed with bales of clothes 
which there has not yet been time to dis- 
tribute, Nearly. all the clothing sent in is 
in good condition, and contributions have 
even to be acknowledged from Ningpo. 
We understand that Messrs. Adamson Bell 
& Co., agents for the steamer, have handed 
H. M. Consul a’ donation of $100, to be 
distributed among that portion of the crew 
which remained by the captain, numbering 
22, Besides this $10 ahead were given to 
them on their arrival, on behalf of H. MI. 
Government ; 60 that having since re- 
ceived the wages due them, they are alto- 
gether well provided for. 

We are glad to hear that the recom- 
mendation of the Court—that the kind 
treatment of the shipwrecked crew of the 
Drummond Castle by the fishermen of the 
Chinsan Islands should be recognised—is 
likely to be at once acted on; aud that 
H. M.S. Rinaldo has been commissioned 
to proceed to the island shortly, for the 
purpose named.

Daniel Ross, mate of the British ship 
Autipodes, which lately arrived from Free- 
mantle, W.A., was accidentally drowned on 
Sunday night. He went on shore at8 o’clock 
in the evening, and on returning to the 
Wharf about half-past ten was observed by 
the seaman on watch to stagger, as if the 
worse for liquor, While ascending the ship’s 
side, and having reached the fifth round of 
the ladder, he fell backward on to the edge 
of the pontoon, and immediately rolled off 
into the water. Attempts were made to 
save him, but he was not seen to rise again. 

About 10 o’elock on ‘Thursday night, 
Charles West, 2nd captain of the main top 
on board H. M. S. Rinaldo, fell overboard 
and was drowned. He was sitting close 
to one of the bow ports, and fell through 
the port into the water ; immediate efforts 
were made to save him but they were un- 
availing, as he was not seen to rise after- 
wards. 

The Rev. Canon Butcher left on Mon- 
day by H.M.S. Cadmus for Yokohama, for 
three weeks’ vacation. During his absence, 
‘Trinity Church will be closed, aud some 
repairs completed, 

We have to acknowledge a book contaii 
ing a very full “Commercial Telegraphic 
Code,” compiled by Mr. W. 8. Wetmore. 
‘The code is voluminous, and seems to be 
carefully compiled and well arranged. 

Our Trenta1y correspondent writes that 
the Emperor's reply to the ‘'sung-li Yamén 
memorial about the Audience Question had 
not been received on the Gth instant, 
but all looked favourable. A quantity of 
rain had fallen, aud good harvests were 
expected. 

A Nisoro correspondent writes that the 
canals in the interior were drying up, com- 
munications becoming stopped, and the 
crops uearly ruined. ‘The plentiful rain 
which has fallen during the last week may 
remedy all this. 

Adviecs from Foocuow to the 27th ult. 
state that samples of the new Teas arrived 
on the 19th ulto, ‘They are reported to 
show a general want of strength and point, 
but that more care has been taken in the 
manufacture, and that the ‘Teas are free 
from ditst. Arrivals were 42,250 chests 
aud 5,500 boxes Pekling, the greater part 
of which was shipped per Yesso. 

‘The Viceroy of Shensi and Kaxsvx re- 
ports two serious defeats inflicted on the 
‘Mahomedan rebels. In the first, a forti- 
fied city was taken—notwithstanding that 
the rebels executed two matrons in front of 
it, as a charm to repel the assailants ; and in 
the second an ancestral temple, an object 
apparently of extreme veneration to them, 
was captured. 

Our CHEF00 correspondent says, difiiculty 
has been found in buying land for the pro- 
posed Lighthouse on the Shantung North 
Promontory. ‘The Chief Light-house En- 
gineer, the Commissioner of Customs, and 
the Taotai of Chefoo lately went there, 
selected a auitable spot, and opened 
negociations for its purchase, but unsuc- 
cessfully. ‘They only wanted half a mow 












about Fungshuey ; the land was owned 
jointly by two men, one of whom was away 
and the other couldn’t act without him, 
&e., &e. An important Government project 
is, im fact, being hindered by rank hum- 
bug. It seems almost too absurd to suppose 
that it cam be frustrated ; but the contin- 
gency is said to be thought possible ; and 
the erection of a Light-house on Alceste 
Island to be contemplated as a possible 
alternative. ‘The party visited the South 
Promontory, and acquired the land they 
wanted there without difficulty. 

‘The Nacasaxr Express comments on the 
folly of large quantities of Australian coal 
being ordered for H. B. M. Navy, when 
cheap and good coal can be bought on the 
spot.—The arrivals of men-of-war of the 
U. S, Squadron during the week have been 
the corvettes Lackawanna from Hiogo and 
Yantic from Foochow. ‘The flagship Hart. 
ford, the Monocacy, and some others are 
expected shortly. The schools recently 
established in the native town for teach- 
ing Japanese and English are becoming 
popular institutions. ‘The number of scho- 
ars in No. 1 school is now 198 boys and 
21 girls ; in No. 2, 77 boys and 24 girls ; 
and in No. 3, 43 boys and 9 girls, Since 
April, a steady and marked increase in 
the number of scholars has been notice- 
able ; the law for enforcing the attendance 
of the children being slowly but firmly car- 
ried into force. 

The only news from Hyoco is that the 
great rabbit bubble had burst, and that a 
fall from 100 rios to 100 tempoes, or 900 
per cent., had taken place—-several of the 
silly speculators having committed suicide, 
‘Three weeks ngo the steamers were taking 
rabbits by hundreds to Yedo—a fortnight 
afterwards they were bringing them back. 
A correspondent of the Hiogo News won- 
ders whether the Dutch, who adopted so 
many customs from Japau, caught their 
famous tulip mania from this country ; it's 
likely enough.—A considerable increase in 
the Chinese population at Osaka is noted, 
attracted probably by the rabbit mania, or 
the newer rage, that for poultry ; for these 
are the men who profit by the insensate 
folly of the Japanese speculators. 

A collision has happened near Yoxouasta 
between the Japanese barque Suturnus and 
the steamer Colorado ; some slight damage 
was sustained by the latter, aud none by the 
former vessel.—The Nishin Shinjishi hears 
that the Mikado does not intend to rebuild 
Yeddo castle at present.—The Mail says, 
although the taste for rabbits has become 
somewhat more eclectic, it has by no means 
expired. Fewer, it is true, are introduced 
from abroad, but only, we suspect, because 
the present stock is found sufticient to keep 
the demand supplied, We have been in- 
formed that the sum of $5,000 has been 
offered for an importation of 50 lop-eared 
‘Madagascar rabbits of the Duke of Suther- 
land’s breed by an enthusiastic amateur. 
Surely this is the culmination of the folly ! 
‘A regatta held on the 24th May was 
damped by the weather. An exciting 
Cricket match was played between a com- 
bined Iron Duke aud Garrison Eleven, and 
Eleven of the Cricket Club. When the 
wickets were drawn the Y.C.C. had 4

‘THE FENG-HUANG-SHAN CAMP. 
Tue Camp of Instruction at Feng 
Huang-shan has been disestablished. 
‘The Instructors and their staff of drill 
sergeants are, we understand, to receive 
a gratuity of half a year’s pay, and 
their term of service is to expire at the 
end of the (Chinese) month. This 
step has been taken we presume mainly 
from motives of economy, and we 
congratulate the Provincial authorities 
upon the sensible reduction which they 
have thus secured upon their annual 
expenditure. We say, we presume, 
because there is positively nothing to 
show that the change has been decided 
upon in consequence of the objects for 
which the Camp of Instruction was 
originally instituted having ceased to 
claim consideration. Rebellion, even 
to the extent which prevailed in this 
neighborhood during the years 1861-63, 
is still possible, and the Chinese cannot 
pretend that the drill, discipline, or or 
ganization of their army has been in the 
slightest degree altered by the teaching 
of Mr. Winstanley and his staff for so 
many years past. Various squads doubt. 
Jess have been drafted out from this camp 
6f instruction, from time to time, and 
sent to join other camps either in de- 
pot or on service; but we question very 
much whether they were pronounced 
to be proficient in drill by their foreign 
instructor when removed; and we wil- 
lingly hazard the opinion that, could 
they be subjected to review at this mo- 
ment, they would be found to have 
fallen back into their former un-milita- 
yy aud undisciplined condition. It is 
really sad to reflect that this should 
be the result, after the practical efforts 
made by British functionaries to assist 
the Chinese toward attaining to a more 
perfect military system, and after the 
years of labour -which Mr. Win- 
stanley and others bave given towards 
carrying such a commendable scheme 
into effect. The blame of throwing 
away valuable opportunities, and wast- 
ing a vast amount of public funds,— 
for the cost of the Camp must have 
covered a good 150,000 taels per an- 
num—lies at the door of the Chinese 
Government and their employés. The 
constitution of the Camp was, we think, 
a faulty one in the first instance, no 
power whatever having been placed in 
the Instructor’s hands to maintain 
necessary discipline, and both officers 
and men being removeable at the pleasure 
of the civil authorities without any re- 
ference to his opinion. The conse- 
quence was that the instructor was 
little more than a puppet, placed 
there to superintend daily drill, but 
having no power to enforce his own 
professional or practical views on the 
acceptance of the so-called military 
officials with whom he had to do. 
These officials moreover, with some 
exceptions, appear to have taken no per- 
sonal interest in the process’ of instrac- 
tion. They kept up perhaps a certain 











amount of discipline amongst the men, 
but discipline of such a nature as 
would be regarded as license by civi- 
lized nations ; and when new appoint- 
ments had to be made, less regard seems 
to have been had to military efficiency 
than to family relationship or friendship. 
What wonder then that a collapse should 
have occurred in the whole scheme, 
and that the Chinese Government should 
have been induced, through mere 
weariness of an unsuccessful but expen- 
sive system, to give it up altogether ? 
‘There is, however, another aspect of 
the case which meritsconsideration. How 
comes it that the Chinese Government 
find themselves able, thus summarily and 
suddenly, to dispense with an institu- 
tion the adoption of which was urged 
upon them at a moment of relief from 
most threatening disasters, and which 
they have since maintained for a series 
of years at a large public cost? The 
reasonable inference is, that it has all 
along been an incubus which they have 
been anxious to rid themselves of at the 
first convenient opportunity, and that 
the persons to whom the working of the 
scheme was confided have failed so to 
demonstrate its practical utility to the 
Chinese as to induce them to over- 
come their natural antipathy to foreign 
teaching or interference. This is a 
fact which we think is much to be 
deplored, and a serious responsibility 
rests with those who have taken 
prominent part in the matter, 
whether British officials or the Instrac. 
tors specially employed. We possess 
no data, in the way of published docu- 
ments or otherwise, whereon to deter- 
mine how far it bas been the duty of 
British officials to see that the plans 
which originated with them were suf- 
ficiently carried out. But we have had 
before us, every day, the fact that Bri- 
tish instructors possessing more or less 
of an official status have been in charge 
of the Camp, and we fail to find that 
this position and the influence un- 
doubtedly attaching thereto have been 
employed to any advantage either in 
the interest of China or of this Port in 
particular. It cannot but occur to 
our renders that similar institutions 
have existed at Foochow, Ningpo, Nan- 
king and Tientsin, and that these have 
not only been maintained on their first 
footing but have actually advanced 
and improved under foreign superin- 
tendence, so that at this moment there 
is not one of them that the Chinese 
can afford to do without, or even 
attempt to interfere with. It is 
only necessary to mention such names 
as Giquel, Cooke, Macartney and 
Meadows in support of the trath of 
our proposition; and we scarcely think 
we are bearing hard upon the gen- 
tlemen connected with the Feng- 
huang-shan Camp in deploring the 
fact that, after years of labour, they 
should have so failed to urge the 
importance of their services upon the 
Chinese Government, as that it should 
have proved possible to break up so 
useful and important an establishment 





to suit the caprice of a few interested 
local officials. 





‘THE LOSS OF THE “DRUMMOND CASTLE.” 


‘Tuere are few but will agree in the 
finding of the Naval Court in the mat- 
ter of the loss of the Drummond Castle. 
A fine ship with a most valuable cargo 
has been sacrificed to the desire to make 
aquick passage. It is not that the 
practice of making good passages is 
one to be deprecated. On the contrary, 
the desire of each man to outvie his 
neighbours is one intimately connected 
with the prosperity of trade. Mr. 
Plimsoll would not have half the case 
he has, were there more competition in 
the matter of good passages; for 
good passages need good ships, good 
officers and well-disciplined crews ; and 
in the long list of marine casual 
ties few comparatively will be found 
to have taken place when these condi- 
tions were fulfilled. There are dan- 
gers, however, peculiar to themselves 
attaching to vessels desirous of gaining 
a name for good time, and in this res- 
pect there is some similarity between 
the cases of the Atlantic and the Drum. 
mond Castle. The former, apparently 
for the purpose of reducing her dis- 
placement, was deficient in the matter 
of stores and coal, and was forced to 
go out of her way to repair this deficit; 
while the latter, in order to gain 
some two or three hours in a passage 
| of forty to fifty days, adopted a channel 
considered dangerous even\by regular 
frequenters of the coast. ‘The captain 
in the case of the Atlantic seems’ to 
have had an overweening opinion of the 
accuracy of his own judgment, and 
quietly turned in on a dangerous coast, 
without a word of caution to his officers. 
‘The Drummond Castle was well found, 
and her commander was on deck till the 
end, but he ran his vessel in a dangerous 
channel, in weather so thick that a pra- 
dent man would have come to anchor. 
Had he made the North Saddles he 
would have had no occasion to lower the 
speed of his vessel, and might safely have 
steered a straight course; but his anxiety 
to get on first led him to try and cut 
off a corner, and then prevented his 
exercising that caution which pra- 
dence should have dictated. Tt would 
have been very galling on the com. 
mencement of a voyage to have had 
to lie at anchor for six or eight hours, 
knowing that all competitors were at the 
time making their way in the open sea, 
but it would have been better than the 
course adopted of running on; and 
when the captain chose to adopt the 
shorter chatinel, he should have made 
up his mind to take the eventu- 
alities connected with it, and have put 
up with the possible detention which 
thick weather would cause. 

Quick passages then are good in their 
way as promoting efficiency, and there 
is no invariable rule against shortents. 
But shorteuts which may lead into dan. 
ger should be cautiously adopted, and 
only with the intention of taking such 
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+ measures as the circumstances of the 
case may require. Within recent years 
the Chusan islands have been fruitful 
in wrecks. We may mention, without 
exhausting the list, the Fulikien, the 
Benares, the Hamilla Mitchell, and the 
Fulle, all of which we believe were 
lost during thick weather. Fogs are 
very prevalent on the coast of China 
about the time of the change in the 
monsoon, and we may add, nowhere 
more prevalent than about the Chusan 
islands. Nowhere, again, along the 
coast are tidal currents so strong or so 
irregular. These are facts known to 
all, or most navigators, and should 
weigh heavily in guiding their judg- 
ment, The Naval Court did right in 
speaking of the ability and good judg- 
ment of Captain McRitchie when his 
vessel had met with her mishap, and 
we are only sorry that that encomium 
could not be made to apply universally 
toher officers. But it seems almost a pity 
that no greater punishment could be 
inflicted on the second officer and boats- 
wain respectively. Seldom have we 
had to record so grave a case of inhu- 
manity as marked the latter. For all 
he and his crew knew, the rest of the 
survivors might have been perishing of 
hunger, or be exposed tobe engulphed 
with the ship, yet their care was to 
get away as soon as possible, leaving 
the others to their fate. They must 
have had good reason to believe that 
their assistance was urgently needed, 
or they would not have invented the 
story about the loss of the captain and 
the twenty-nine of the crew left to 
take care of themselves. It was for- 
tunate that their conduct did not cause 
the catastrophe they pretended had 
taken place. Their guilt was, however, 
none the less that the survivors even- 
tually turned up, and we would have 
liked to see some graver punishment 
than the forfeiture of a month’s pay 
fall on the principal party in the 
affair. The conduct of the second 
mate, holding as he did a master’s 
certificate, was almost equally open to 
blame. We can sympathise with 
Captain McRitchie, who loses his cer- 
tificate—rightly we hold—for an error 
in judgment atoned for so far as was 
in his power, after the accident ; but 
the conduct of the others is inadequate. 
ly punished, and will meet with the 
reprobation it deserves. . 


‘HE CHINESE HOSPITAL, 

Tux Report supplied lately to the 
subscribers and friends of the Chinese 
Hospital in the Shantung Road is, as 
usual, a record of thorough and val- 
able ‘work. We cannot expect much 
novelty in these documents, but yet 
they ‘are worthy of attention, as 
they supply evidence of genuine pro- 
gress in the arduous task of winning 
the esteem and regard of a difficult 
and suspicious people, by the most 
efficacious of all processes—the exhibi- 
tion of sympathy with their needs and 
sufferings. 





We find, as usual, the self-accusing 
paragraphs about opium smoking. The 
Medical Officer bears strong testimony 
to the fact that, especially amongst the 
working classes, the use of the pipe is a 
fruitful source of evil. “TI believe,” he 
says, “that very few people have 
the slightest conception of the mis- 
chief done to the constitution by 
opium smoking. Unfortunately, the 
principal sufferers are the working 
classes. In their case, rapid deteriora- 
tion of health, with loss of muscular 
power, soon follow the use of the drag, 
and at no late date disease, starvation, 
and death. ‘That such is the history of 
a large number of cases my experience 
in the hospital fully proves.” These 
remarks, printed as they were in 
parallel columns with the observations of 
Dr. Legge and Mr. Edkins on their 
journey from Tie-yan to Tsing-kéang- 
poo, convey a painful impression, and 
assure as that all the efforts of the med- 
ical missionary are needed to counter- 
act what is doing. We trust that the 
efforts of those who labour to counter. 
act the evil which has been wrought 
may prosper in their work. Preven- 
tion seeming impossible, we must be 
content with the second best thing,— 
cure, A more satisfactory fact which 
wo notice, is the spread of vaccination 
in the city and settlements of Shang- 
hai. ‘This is traced partly to the efforts 
of the Hospital, and partly to the intelli- 
gent appreciation of the mandarins, who 
have done mach, not only in Shanghai 
but in the interior, to spread this in- 
valuable discovery. That the mass of 
the Chinese should be slow in taking to 
the invention of Jenner, we have no 
reason to wonder, when we recol- 
lect that a strong religious opposition 
was arrayed against chloroform, only 
a few years ago, and that there 
is even yet a cordial a detestation 
of vaccination, in the rural districts 
of England. It would be unwise, 
were it possible, to coerce the Chinese 
in this respect. They will gradually 
Jearn .the advantages of the foreign 
invention, and the disadvantages of 
inoculation will appear more strongly 
by contrast. Meantime, the fact that 
the city—owing to the prevalence of 
inoculation—is a focus for the spread 
of contagion, is by no means a plea- 
sant reflection. It is a more satis- 
factory item in the medical officer's re- 
port, to read that Typhus and Typhoid 


‘| fevers are not so prevalent as they once 


were. 

‘We call special attention, however, 
to the very important recommendation 
which was brought forward at the 
meeting, viz., that every effort should 
be made to enlarge the Hospital. It 
is now very deficient in many respects. 
The waiting room for out-door patients 
is not large enough. The wards 
are too small and too few in number. 
There is no suitable operating room, 
and there are no wards for eye diseases 
or contagious diseases. All these omis- 
sions and shortcomings are to be reme- 











ied, before the Hospital can really fulfil 


its mission, and the medical officer have 
scope to carry on his work with fair 
conditions of success. The plan 
recently. proposed, of massing the 
various hospitals together, does 
not commend itself. ‘There is a 
very strong feeling at home against 
this principle. The word “hospitalism” 
was invented by the late Sir James 
Simpson, and his energetic efforts 
to collect statistics on the point 
are fresh in the memory of every 
one. Had his valuable life been pro- 
longed, there is no doubt that a very 
strong case would have been made 
against the practice of massing sick 
persons together more than is absolute. 
ly necessary. At present, in Shanghai, 
we have a number of small hospitals 
under the charge of the various medical 
practitioners, and we think it would be 
well to afford assistance to all these 
institutions without attempts at what 
Mr. Barlinghame called “ unifica- 
tion.” ‘That they deserve every en- 
couragement and support, the Report 
of the establishment in the Shantung 
Road amply proves. 





‘THE JAPANESE PRESS. 


Among the many evidences of progress 
in Japan, none is more remarkable than 
the rapid growth of a native Press. Tho 
Japanese are going to a wild extreme in 
some of their efforts to overtake Western 
Nations. Not content with adopting the 
great features of our civilisation—our dis- 
coveries in steam and electricity, and our 
comparatively enlightened system of Go- 
vernment—they have descended to the 
ridiculous minutie of hair-outting and 
dress ; and we lately even quoted a pro- 
clamation ordering bread to be substituted 
for rice ag an article of diet. Such petty 
changes, which savour almost of mimicry, 
are viewed by Foreigners as detract- 
from the merit of the really great 
strides which Japan has taken. Wenseang 
once told Sir Rutherford Alcock that we 
should bye-and-bye complain of China 
progressing too fast. There does not seem 
much immediate danger of the grievance ; 
and we can still measure what Japan 
has done, by contrast with what China 
is, The two nations were about parallel ; 
now, Japan has railways and telegraphs, 
is working her mines to pay for these, 
and has an armament which, small as 
is, would probably enable her to 
Gefeat her giant neighbour, All this 
has, naturally, not been done without ir- 
ritating the Conservative classes, to be 
found in every country, who always main- 
tain that what is, is good. But the 
general intelligence of the country seems 
to appreciate the innovations ; and it is 
likely that the Press will be an effective 
agent in conciliating opposition) “andsre- 
straining the action. of, thie’ Government 
where it is too .rapid ‘or’ too irritating. 
The rapidity with., whith this :mative 
Press has sprung into existencé ia marvel- 
lous, and not less remarkable is the free- 
dom with which it comments on the Gov- 
ernment measures and the acts of indivi- 
dual officials, Here is a complaint by the 
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Nishin Shinjishi, of an order that news- 
papers shall not comment beforehand on 
contemplated reforms. 

“The government has decreed that 
newspapers shall not comment on contem- 

lated reforms, until such time as they 
Become lew. ‘This order applies chiefly 
to the political attitude of government 
towards foreign nations, and to prevent 
obstruetions in their intercourse with for- 
eigners. We do not ask for a repeal of 
this proclamation ; for even in many Eu- 
ropean countries freédom of the press is 
not tolerated. Still we fail to see how 
commenting on subjects under discussion 
by the government embarrasses them in 
their action. 

And here is a complaint by the Minato 
Shimbun of the treatment of prisoners, 
which we recommend Chinese magistrates to 
lay to heart. ‘The writer complains that pri- 
soners are too often ill fed, and lodged in 
rooms unfit for habitation ; and he goes 
on to say 

“Téa prisoner’s punishment is less than 
death, ought he to be killed by disease, a 
worse death than the executioner’s sword ? 
The great Creator made mankind of the 
same flesh and blood ; in his eyes the Em- 

ror and coolie stand on terms of equal- 
ity, their intellects are equal. Is not the 

fovernment who allow men to be killed 
by disease, guilty of great crime? Oh ! see 
to it ye persons now in office and holding 
high rank, who have been incarcerated 





























yourselves’ some time since for trifling 
offences, Let Justice be administered 
strictly, but kill not the prisoners by di- 
sense.” 


And the writers understand the func- 
tious of a Press; and can stand on their 
dignity, when it is assailed. ‘The same 
paper which we have quoted above, replies 
‘to some adverse comment, that 

“ Newspapers are published chiefly with 
‘a view to keep the public posted in the 
doings of the Government, also for i 
formation on all foreign topics of interest. 

the exchange of papers between coun- 

tries each is aware of the internal affairs of 

the other. Consequently, it is the great 

instructor of the people, and most powerful 

ent in the world, The combined action 

of newspapers is sufficient even to shape. 
the policy of a government.” 

‘News is given - political and social. The 
Kiyoto Shimbun, for instance, contains a 
frank account of a riot in the district of 
Ashibaken, The signal for assembly was 
to be the temple bell ringing:— 

The bell was rung and many farmers 
crowded around the court house. -) The 
officials demanded an explanation of their 
conduct, but without heeding the officers 
the mob commenced to demolish the court 
house. An officer, who arrested the con- 
spirators, drew his ‘sword, but one of the 
crowd iinmediately ran hin through with a 
spear. The remaining oficers fled. The 
court house was set on fire. ‘The govern: 
ment officials sought refuge in an eating 
house, where they were followed by the 
mob, who demanded that the master of the 
house should give them up. ‘This he re- 
fused to do; the mob immediately des- 
troyed his home, besides damaging adjoin- 
ing property. From the roof of the house 
an officer appealed to them and promised 
the mob that he would represent any 
grievance they might have, and furthermore 
stated that the arrested farmers had been 
liberated. The crowd lost by this time a 
t deal of their courage, and stated their 
jevatices, which was a demand to prohi- 
Git the introduction of christionity and the 

reading of European books in the village 
schools. Mr. Nashikawa said, ‘I will go to 
‘the: Governor and lay your request before 
him, and if he does aot accede, then to 
show my regret for not having satisfied 






























your.demands as I have promised, I will 
commit suicide.” He then started on horse- 
back to the Governor's residence. When 
about four miles on the road he met the 
vice-governor, with whom he returned to 
Omo. The vice-governor called the farmers 
together in the court-yard of a large temple, 
and gave them to tnderstand that theit 
request was granted.” 

Then there is a story of a haunted house, 
which remained empty for years, but 
which a plucky individual volunteered to 
inhabit, He has now lived for some consi- 
derable time unmolested, and still adheres 
to his old opinion that nothing exists 
which a man need be afraid of, “assert- 
ing that the world contains nothing worse 
than passion and lust.” And could the 
Daily Telegraph itself improve upon the 
following paragraph in the Nichi nicki 
Shimbun? 

“An old custom in Nogasaki called 
Katsuki, not much practiced now, has often 
terminated in a most unexpected manner, 
When a young man wished to marry a 
girl, he called his most intimate friends 
and requested them to do the Katsuki, 
‘The young men had to waylay the unsus- 
pecting maiden in some lonely place, and 
carry her by force to her lover's house. 
She’ was then compelled to shave her eye- 
brows and blacken her teeth. Husbands do 
declare that compnlsion was unnecessary. 
Very probably the young lady had an 
inkling of the trick “about to be played. 
When parents hear of the fate of the 
daughters they give way to violent fis, of 
grief, and are only soothed by the solicita- 
tions of compassionate fri This cns- 
tom is seldom practiced now except by 
some of the lower classes. An exception 
has lately occurred. A merchant made 
known his wishes to his friends. ‘The lady 
wascaught wt dusk and hurried toMr, M... 
house, teeth blackened and eyebrows 
shaved, &c. But Mr... . eventually 
found that he had married his sweetheart’s 
oldest sister, the greatest scold in the good 
city of Nagasaki. We have not heard if 
her parents gave way to uncontrolled 
Iamentations, but we opine not. 
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To describe one Chinese Temple is to 
describe all ; they vary only i 
Iwill only say of the Wei-tze sze that it 
is charmingly situated in a nest of trees, in 
the hollow of a hill some 1200 ft. above the 
sea level. Ibis the abode of one of the 
two Chief Priests, and is said to be- better 
regulated than any of the other monasteries. 
An incident we happened to sce there went 
to confirm the statement. High mass was 
going on-; candles and incense were bu 
ing on the altar ; the priests were chanting 
their monotonous prayers—when a young 
priest entered, Inte. One look and one 
word only from his superior sent fim 
cringing to the background, with an ex- 
pression of misery suggestive of compul- 
sory fasting and much additional prayer as 
the least anticipated consequence of his 


fault. 
A full mass is not the least interest- 


ing sight on the island—interesting be- 
cause of the remarkable likeness to the 
Romish ceremonial which, in fact, per- 
vades the whole Buddhist system. -First 
there is the unknown tongue of which all 
religions are so fond—the tongue, that is, of 
the country where the religion was founded. 














Roman Catholiéisin was elaborated in Italy, | 


and Latin is clung to as its mother tongue 
—without regard to its intelligibility to the 

worshipper ; Russian priests cling to the 

early Slavonic in which the prayers of 

their church were first couched, although 

it has dropped back out of the knowledge 

of their hearers. Buddhism came from 

India, and the language of Sakyamouni is 

used in its prayers, though not even the 

priests themselves understand a word they 

are uttering. Indeed, » Sanserit adapted * 
to Chinese peculiarities of pronunciation 
must be enough to puzzle even the divine 
acumen of the great founder. Ameedha 
Buddha can hardly recognise his own name 
in the frequent calls for O-me-to Fu with 
which Chinese priests delight to vex him, 
‘Then, instead of an altar with acrucifix and 
an image of Christ, we have an altar with an 
image of Buddha : but candles are burning, 
and incense is offered up on it, Instead 
of an altar to the Virgin, there is one to 
Kwangyin ; instead of Christian Saints in 
niches, we have Buddhist Saints in rows on 
shelves. For the ceremonies we have the 
kotow instead of the genuflexion,—though 
at Solovetsk the resemblance closer, 
as Hepworth Dixon describes men and 
women bowing their forehoads to the 
ground, and kissing: the pavement be- 
fore the shrines. But then Russia is con 
tiguous to Asia, and the Russian church is 
as strongly imbued with the forms and cus- 
toms of Asia, as the Romish church is 
with the forms and traditions of Italian 
paganism, Justead of a bell we have a 
gong ; the priests march round the temple 
chanting, precisely as is done in certain 
stages of the Romish mass ; even the small 
chorister is not wanting. And even 
into sacraments and still. more 
details, is the resemblance

and his priests have invented a pur- 
gatory, the punishments of which are 
depicted, with every accessory of horror, 
at some noted temples. Only, instead of © 
being painted on the wall as at Solovetak, 
the figures are carved and exhibited in 
cases, ‘A Russian painter,” says Hepworth 
Dixon, “has no variety of inventi 
devil is to him a monkey with a spiked 
tail and tongue of flame, and hell itself is 
only a hot place in which sinners are 
sither fried up by a fiend, or chawed up 
fiesh aud bone by a monstrous bear. Yet 
children sometimes swoon and women go 
mad from fright on secing these threats 
of a future state.” If so, the Chinese 
are superior to the Russians in each 
respect ; for their delineations of hell show 
&@ marvellous fertility of conception, 
but don’t seem to frighten the people at all. 
‘Take the carvings in the temple on the 
Citadel hill at ‘Tiughai, or those in the 
Temple of Horrors at Wouchang. In tho 
latter, a number of figures varying from 
Lit. to 2ft, or Sit, in height represent dif 
ferent pergonages from the judge to the 
criminal, ‘There are various Courts, with 
officers aud tortures peculiar to each ; and 
every device that the imagination could 
suggest or colour afford, has been employed 
to heighten the effect. The lictors are 
sometimes represented with fuces of 
animals, sometimes as giants with an ex- 







































pression of fiendish cruelty. Here is a 
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bridge of El Sirat, over which wretched 
ghosts are being urged by green demons, 
who evidently find sport in their ocoupa- 
tion, knowing that the victims can- 
not eross, but will inevitably fall over 
among the serpents which are stretching 
their necks up greedily from below. Here 
are people having their limbs cut off, their 
skulls sawn open, their hearts or tongues 
» torn out; others are being boiled in oil, 
burnt in fire, thrown into seas of blood of 
among dogs and serpents—mutilated and 
tortured in fact in every way that the most 
priestly imagination could conceive. But, 
fortunately for their pence of mind, the 
prospect does not seem to affect Chinamen 
very seriously. ‘They probably look upon 
it.as they do upon all joss-pidgin, in an un- 
real sort of way. T suppose each one 
thinks he at least will escape the.fate. 
‘This however is by the way ; for there 
are no such horrors to disturb the calm 
sérenity of Pootoo. Pilgrims worship here 
with the pleasant side of reli 

them, and without the spur of terror. 

Certainly all those at the Weitze temple 
seem tolerably happy. ‘The Chinese un- 
doubtedly do look upon religion from 

a Hellenic rather than a Hebraic point 

of view; if they are going to worship 

at ancestral graves they make a sort of 
picnic of the exem Here are at 
enat twenty mountain chairs to-day which 
have bought both men and women, to say 
nothing of pedestrians ; and all have wallet 
and staff, after the traditional custom with 
which pilgrim legends have made us famil- 
iar, Some are going round the temple, 
performing their prostrations, offering 
lighted tapers to the Saints, and burning 
their offerings of incense ; others, who have 
performed their task, are enjoying such 
refreshment as the frugal regulations of the 
island permit, in one of the side rooms. 

‘Phe majority are women and vld men ; 

and when £ say this, the reflection again 
gests itself that there is a remarkable 
jlurity in human natare everywhere. 
All seom to view the foreign barbarian 
tly; and several nod and snile a 
udly greeting. 

‘The last time I was here, the mountain 
was enveloped in clouds, which floated 
through the open doors of the temple and 
filled the building, shrouding the images, 
giving a ghostly air to the few pilgrims 
who had ventured on the ascent, and 
singularly weird appearance to the 
whole scene. To-day however is bright, 
and decidedly hot ; and the burning of so 
much incense makes the atmosphere 
close and sickly. We are glad to 
exchange it for the fresh cool breeze 
Viowing over the Light-house peak, 
only a few hundred yards beyond—where 
we can lie at length on the grass and enjoy 
the splen: and a fragrant “Manila,” 
without fear of suffucation 

‘The island itself, as we look down upon 
it, ia-very pretty ; hills studded with rocks, 
nests of trees here and there in the hol- 
lows, with the curved eaves and colored 
walls of little temples peeping out between 
the leaves, patches of cultivation, and an 
oceasional buffalo ploughing heavily through 
arice swamp. But you turn seawards for 
the finest view. ‘There is. the green sea

ine, a few miles out, looking so like the 
horizon that you are hardly sure of the 
reality—for there is still a tinge of the 
Yellow Sea, so far out as Pootoo; only at 
high spring tides do green waves roll in on 
the eastern shore. All around are islands, 
large and small, from the bold hills of 
Chusan to the little outlying rocks which 
offer an excellent opportunity for ship- 
wreck if you are driven to sea on a dark 
night by a northerly or westerly blow. 
But the prettiest sight of all is the 
fishing boats. May is a great month 
for their employment ; I have written 
on another oceasion of the number that 
may be sometimes seen at Chinhai, assem- 
bling for astart. Hundreds of these came 
in last night, blowing conch shells to each 
other in salute, and anchored round about 
the south of the island. ‘The crews landed 
early this morning to pray to “‘our Lady 
of Pootoo” for good luck, and ever since 
7 o'clock they have been streaming out to 
sea. I counted 500 within an hour, while 
we were lying on the ‘These boats 
all run in couples, one having a large deck 
house, and the other a smaller shelter with 
a large working deck ; and they file out 
twoand two with military regularity. Here 
are 150 in view at one time, stretching 
from the beach far out to sea—and still 
they come. 
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TIENTSIN,

Last night the Chinese merchants had a 
meeting and decided to do nothing in the 
way of paying taxes at, the Li-kin Office 
until this ease was settled. ‘The Tu-tung 
‘Commander of the Manchu ‘I'roops) hear- 
ing of the matter, is said to have told the 
Tavtai that it was not the thing to order out 
troops to. guard Li-kin officers, and espo-

Hi 
‘Majesty also orders that the General 
grandson be presented at Court when he 
old enough.—The Taou-tae of Ning-héa in 
the province of Kan-suh, is dismissed from 
office, as he is lazy and cannot perform his 
duties satisfactorily.—Le Yun-lin, who was 
formerly degraded from office, is to be 
sought for and restored to his rank in 
Kan-suh, 

18th.—Chang Shoo-shing (BE Ht #@) 
returns thanks for his appointment to the 
office of Deputy Governor of Kéang-s00 
province, He arrived at Soochow on the

‘Tsung-tang, (Fear), commissioned 
by the Emperor, Governor-General of Shen- 


se and Kan-suh, kneels and petitions with 
regard to the driving out of the nests of r 
bels from their newly built city near Sul 
show in Kan-aul provinee, and from, their 
‘Temple erected for worship. From the 
12th month of the past year to the 10th 
day of the first month of the present year, 
the rebels suffered constant defeat, and 
several of their leaders were killed. On 
the nizht of the 10th, the spies reported 
thut tie ruliels were about to be reinforced 
by the arrival of more than 4000 men, aud 
with more than 1000 camels bearing pro- 
ns, This reinforcement was marching 
secretly towards the north gate of the city. 
Orders were immediately given to attack 
this force, of which several scores were 
killed, and 18 prisoners were taken, 
with ‘more than 200 camels. ‘The re- 
bels afterwards erected a strong fort, 
which was attacked at several points at 
once, and a numberless amount, of rebel 
were killed. During the attack on thi 
fort, the rebel artillery suddenly ceased 
firing, and while the Imperial troops were 
wondering what was the matter, the rebels 
were observed put two matrons to 
death in front of their lines, as a charm to 
save them from defeat. ‘The engagement 
‘was again commenced ; numbers of rebels 
were killed at various times, and finally the 
fort was completely destroyed, 

20th.—On the 21st (of the first month) 
the rebels, Cavalry and Infantry, to the 
amount of more thias 
sortie, and attacked one uf the Cuntonments 
of the Imperial troops, but were finally 
defeated. “On that night about midnight, 
orders were given to attack aud destroy 
‘Temple ereeted by the rebels for’ wor- 
‘The strongest soldiers were chosen 
for this service, and ambuscades were laid 
close to the temple on three sides. About 
Ao’elock in the morning the guns were 
bronglt to bear upon the building, and the 
troops opened Ere, throwing in shell. ‘The 
abel, Doing alsasned, made a hasty sort 
and were surprised by the ambuscade i 
that quarter, who defeated and scattered 
them in alldirections. Atday-break, scaling 
ladders were bronght up, and the city 
entered on the west side ; and the troops 
who scaled the walls then opened the gates 
and admitted their companions, The 
ple was thus taken, and not a rebel in it 
escaped. ‘This place of worship the Ma- 
homedans say is the tomb of their early 
ancestors, who died on their first coming to 
China, and whose shades all rest there. 
Hence their respect for this building and 



























































































their desperate defence of it. ‘The peti 
tioner prays the Emperor to confer titles 
of honour upon the officers and soldiers 
who fell during this campaign, in order to 
ay their souls, His Majesty grants 
the petition. 

2ist.—On the 28th of the present month

present return to his own duties, He 
therefore "proposes that the Provincial 
‘reasurer, the Criminal Judge, and th 
Che-héen' of Paou-ting, be sent to hi 
‘Yamin to conduct the trials in his stead, 
and thus avoid delay.

In the present 
Holy Dynasty, filial piety rules the Empire, 
snd this doctrine oriyinatesin thefemalesex. 
‘The petitioner’s birth place is Tae-tsang in 
the province of Kéang-svo, In the district 

-yang there lived a daughter 
remarkable for her filial piety, whose name 
after her marriage, was Mrs. Wang. In 
the fifth year of th reign of the Emperor 
Héen-fung, this young lady’s father became 
dangerously ill, and his filial daughter, 
lighting incense sticks, announced (to the 
gods) lier desire to sacrifice her own body 
for her father’s sake, After this announce- 
ment, her father’s illness increasing, and 
his physicians being unable to cure him, 
this filial daughter secretly cut off a piece 
of flesh from her arm, and putting it into 
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the’ medicine prescribed, gave it to her 
father who, on eating’ it, immediately 
recoveres Some time afterwards the 
daughter's female attendants, perceiving 
the niark on her arm, questioned her as 
to the cause and learned from her the 
facts already stated. There was not a 
single individual of all those who heard 
the. narrative, who was not struck with 
aimazement, Shortly after this, the young 
lady was married toa graduate uf the first 
degree, and she faithfully discharged 
all’ the duties’ of married life. In the 
sixteenth year of the Emperor Héen- 
fung, in ‘consequence of her excessive 
grief for the death of her father, 
she pined away and died in a year after 
that event ; being then only 29 years of 
age. ‘The petitioner examined into the 
case when at home, and could not endure 
to conceal the facts ; and he now prays the 
Emperor to order, as His Majesty has al- 
ways doné in such cases, that a triumphal 
arch be erected to the memory of the de- 
ceased daughter, in order to make known 
heer filial piety.—The Emperor refers the 
case to the-Board of Rites. 


22nd.—King-lin (F4 ZR) kneels and 
petitions in reference to the appointment of 
two cooks to prepare the sacrificial victims 
at the King-ling cemetery, and recommends 
two efficient persons to the Emperor.—His 
‘Majesty appoints the two persons recom- 
mended, and atates that the proper Board 
lias been informed of the matter. 

(2) Ying-yuen (HE FE) petitions with 
regard to an appeal caso. A dispute arose 
Vetween two persons, with regard to a 
piece of land to which both laid claim ; and 
one of them, with an accomplice, set upon 
the other and killed him. ‘The wife of the 
tnurdered man gave information of the mur- 
erat the Che-héen’s office ;but the murderer 
bribed the brother of the murdered man to 
go to the Che-héen and make it 
to the effect that there was no necessity 
whatever to inquire further into the matter. 
The father of the plaintiff in the case in- 
formed the wife of the deceased what had 
taken place, so that enmity arose between 
him (tho father) and the brother of the 
deceased ; whereupon this brother, meet- 
ing him on the bank of an adjoining river, 
demanded money from him as a pretext, 
and when refused, killed him and threw 
the body into the river. ‘The plaintiff went 
to seek for his father’s body but could not 
find it; so the. grandfather of the plaintiff 
went to lodge information at the magis- 
trate’s office ; the police runners, however, 
But him into, prison, on pretence that the 

istrict Magistrate had ordered them to 
do so. The plaintiff therefore, being in 
rent distress about the affair, has laid his 
complaint before the Prefect and the Cri- 
minal Judge, both of whom referred hi 
back to tho District Magistrate. This case 
is now roferred to His Majesty, who replies 
that the petition is recorded,

THE TEA AND SILK GUILDS, 


Cuaunrr or Cowserce 10 TREATY 
Consuis, 

Srr,—I have the honor to draw your at- 
tention to two comnnnications which have 
been received by this Chamber from asso- 
ciations calling themselves the Tea and 
Silk Guilds of Shanghai, in which they set 
forth their intention to’ alter the existing 
practice relative to the purchase of Tea 
End Silk by foreigners, and promulgate cer- 
tain newrogulations, compliance with which 
they propose to enforce by the levy of a 
fine in case of any breach of the rules. 

‘They moreover state that copies of these 
documents hiaye been forwarded to you, 
as well as to the other foreign Consuls, and. 
to the Taoutae, with a request for official 
co-operation; a translation of the communi- 






























































cations has also appeared in the public 
prints. 

‘The Committee consider it unnecessary 
to enter into a detailed criticism of the 
letters referred to, but as the statements 
made involve not ouly some palpable mit 
representations as to the comparative 
promptitude of the settlements made by 
native and foreigner in their dealings with 
imports and exports respectively, but also 
unfounded insinuations that the customs 
of trade at this port in respect to modes 
of payment and otherwise have operated 
to the disadvantage of the native merchant, 
I am requested to meet these statements 
by an unqualitied denial of their accuracy. 

‘The usual practice of settlement for 

roduce purchased by foreigners has been, 
for years past, a cash payment upon ship 
ment, and the Chamber is unaware of any 
exceptional occurrence brought about by 
commercial disaster which affords any 
ground whatever for achange in the castom 
hitherto prev: 

‘The Chamber is far from desiring to in- 
terfere with the independent action of the 
native merchants in respect to avy course 
they may consider it expedient to adopt 
for their own protection ; but, on the other 
hand, feels it to be its duty to protest most 
strongly against such an arbitrary inter- 
ference wit freedom of trade on the 
part of the Guilds as is contemplated by 
the regulations they have put forward, as 
well as against the assumption of power 
by any commercial body to control the 
exercise of private judgment by individual 
traders, ‘The rules sought to be enforced by 
the authority of the Taoutae and the Treaty 
Consulsare opposed in spirit to the terms of 
the British and other national Treaties, 
which provide for the removal of all artificial 
hindrances to independent trading between 
natives aud foreigners ; and to admit the 
authority of a local association to maice re- 
gulations binding upon the whole of the 
mercantile community, would be to sauc- 
tion a dangerous precedent against which 
Tam to express the hope of the Chamber 
that the consular body will record its 
protest. 

have moreover to state to you that, as 
the Guilds have made a public representa- 
tion of their earnest desire to promote har- 
mony in trade between native and foreign 
merchants, the Committee are of opinion 
that a good opportunity is afforded the 
Chamber of informing these associations, 
through the Taoutae, of certain departure 
from good faith in the dealings of native 

ilk traders which call for grave reproba- 
tion. 

In former years, certain-chop marks 
affixed to parcels of silk were a guarantee 
of the quality contained in the bales. 
An examination of a few of the books by 
‘an inspector sufficed to satisfy him of the 
equal character of the silk he had bought ; 
but, recently, the same chop marks, though 
purporting to represent special qualities, 

wwe not only failed to be any guarantes 
of the alleged value of the contents but 
have frequently been found afiixed to 
bales falsely packed in part with waste or 
deteriorated silk in such a manner as to 
denote fraud. 

Furthermore, the average loss in weight, 
which formerly might be estimated within 
a known limit, is now very uncertain, and 
is frequently s0 excessive that great loss 
has been sustained by the foreign exporter, 
giving rise to suspicions that the silk is 
not seldom artificially damped, in order to 
increase the weight at the time of sale. 

Numerous claims, arising out of the 
practice I have referred to, have been put 
forward by foreigners which native dealers 
have refused to recognise, and the Com- 
mittee will feel obliged by your represent- 

to the Taoutai the importance of this 
sject, an their hope that the 
wild, ‘in their solicitude to promote the 
common interests of trade, will take steps 
to provide such remedies for the evil com- 
plained of as may be within their province, 









































‘The statement of the Guilds that payment 
for foreign imports is made in ensh before 
delivery; isnot scrictly correct. Such pay- 
ments aremade inorders upon native Banks 
at deferred dates, varying from five to ton 
days, the character of which, though shewn 
by experience as arule to be very sound, 
has not invariably been found so, and can- 
not be adequately tested by any’ infor 
tion within the reach of foreigners. Bué 
even were the statement an accurate one, 
sufticient justification would be found for 
the system which is pursued without com- 
bination by foreign sellers, in the facts that, 
in the event of failure on the part of the 
native dealer to perform his obligations, 
there is no Court to which the foreigner 
can with confidence appeal to enforce ful- 
filment of his contracts, and no provision 
is made by native law for the equitable dis- 
tribution of the assets of a defaulting 
debtor among his creditors.

OCEAN RACING. 
SHANGHAI CHAMBER OF COMMERCE TO 


HANKOW CHAMBER. 
Shanghai, 12th June, 1873, 

Sim,—The Committee of this Chamber 
have regarded with great coucern the loss 
on the Chinsan Islands .of the steamer 
Drummond Custle, bound from Haukow to 
London with a cargo of new season’s Tea, 
and beg -to draw the attention of your 
Chamber to the finding of the Naval Gourt 
of Enquiry, which attributes the disaster to 
the recklessness of the master, in having 
riven his vessel at full speed during a 
thick night, in an intricate chanel. 

‘Though the master of the Drummond 
Castie does not appear to have been speo- 
ially tempted, as others have been, by a 
money premium to run undue risks for the 
sake of a rapid passage, yet the ovcasion of 
the loss of so valuable a ship and cargo 
seems an opportune one for directing ge~ 
neral attention to the subject of ocean 
racing ; for the Committee cannot disguise 
from themselves the fact that the practice 
which has prevailed during recent years, of 
steamers racing homewards, is inimical to 
the exercise of that prudence in navigation, 
the absence of which in the caso in ques: 
tion has been censured by the Naval O#art. 
And though the Committee are aware that 
neither the Mercantile Community as a 
whole, nor individual firms, can put into 
operation rules which would effectively 
cope with tho evil, they believe that an ex- 
pression of public opinion would do some- 
thing to mitigate it, and to this end they 
invite your cooperation and support. 

‘The natural rivalry between masters of 
competing steamers is sufficiently stroug to 
insure every reasonable exertion being 
make to shorten the voyage, and the addi- 
tioual stimulus afforded by the payment 
of rates of freight differing according to 
dates of arrival, is calculated to intensify 
an excitement which, in the opinion of the 
Comnnittee, oughtin thecommon interests of 
‘Trade and Navigation, to be deprecated. In 
the case of sailing vesselscrossing broad seas, 
the danger incurred by. racing is comparn- 
tively small, and the skill and intelligence 
of a successful Navigator may have been not 
unappropriately rewarded by a premium 
on his freight, but now that the race is 
only to be gainted by the pressure of steam 
power in narrow waters and along a dau- 

erous coast, such an incentive is caleu- 
{ited to fester a spirit of undue boldness 
in the Commander which all parties cou- 
corned are interested in repressing. 

The Ocean steam race benefits 10 one 5 
on the contrary, itis injurious tothe ship- 
owner by causing an unecessary expendi- 
ture of fuel, while it endangers the safety 
of his vessel and of human life. It is 
fraught with peril to the underwriter, who, 
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Dut for the necessities of competition, would 
properly impose on the steamers engaged 
in it additional rates of premium, Tt be- 
trays the shipper into hasty and ill-consi- 
dered operations in produce, which depend 
for their success on what is little more 
than a gambling chance of a particular par 
cel being the first to arrive on a consuming 
market. 

The Committee cannot hope that the 
practice of steamer racing will be summar- 
ily abandoned, but its evil may be some- 
what checked by a joint effort on the part of 
our respective Chambers, In particular, 
the Committee would suggest that repres- 
entations be made to the managers and 
agents of the Ocean steam lines, of the 
impolicy of risking the safety of their ves- 
sols by offering a premium to mere speed. 
Tn at least ono instanco in the present 
season, not only were differential rates of 
freight charged according to time of arriv- 
al, but these were so graduated as to 
tempt the master by the inducement of a 
distinct and separate prize for each day 

‘ained in the passage. Precautions are in 
Sanger of being relaxed under such aay 
tem, and the Committee are of opinion it 
‘cannot be too strongly discountenaneed,

Sm,—My attention has been directed to 
aletter from yourself to the Chairman of 
the Hankow Ohambor of Commerce dated 
12th instant, which was published in this 
‘morning's paper, and I feel it my duty to 
address you With the view of proving that 
some of the statements made and in- 
ferences drawn respecting this Company's 
steamer Venstia, are uot warranted by the 
facts of the case. 

In the first place you remark that “ the 
“Master of the Drummond Custle does 
“not appear to have been specially tempte 
«as others have beon by a money premium 
“to is 















by the additional freight which 
you doprecate ; tho inferenco to be drawn 
from this is that in the only case where 
incrensed rate for specd was asked, viz., 
thecase of the Venetia, the Commander 
was “tompted to run undue risks for the 
sake of a rapid passage.” 

The Committee go on to lay special 
stress on the “stimulus to run undue 
“riska afforded by the payment of rates 
‘of freight differing according to date of 
“arrival,” and in the concluding para- 
graph of ‘your letter there is no doubt that 
special reference is made to the freights 
charged by this Company in the case of 
the Venetia. 

Ido not for one moment question the 
right of the Chamber to attempt to check 
“Qconn Racing,” nor doubt that there may 
‘ve good reasons for so doing ; but inasmuch 
ag the instance of this Company charging 
additional freight for speed is laid down 
as one specially fraught with danger, and 
With the loss of the Drummond Gastle (to 
which it admittedly does not apply) forms 
the groundwork of your letter, I am 
obliged to deny the accuracy of the de- 
Auction at which youarrive, as far as our 
case is concerned. 

‘Tho Venetia left Hankow at 6 a.m. on 
24th May, and anchored for each night 
while in the Hankow river, She arrived 
20 miles above Woosung at7 p.m. on 26th, 
where she anchored again, sooner than run 
the risk of going out to sea that night ; 











and she proceeded to sea atGa.m, the; 





next morning. We have last heard of her 
arriving at Singapore outer Harbour at 
2am. on Sth June, when again she 
anchored, and did not enter New Harbour 
(where the coaling depéts are situated) 
uuntil daylight, because it is undoubtedly a 
dangerous harbour to enter after dark 

These facts to my mind disprove 
inference to be drawn from your letter, 
that because the Venetia had an additional 
freight for speed therefore risks were of 
necessity run to earn it, and I submit 
that the very reverse position ean be 
proved by subsequent facts, as some of the 
Steamers despatched at a fixed rate were, I 
jormed, brought down the Hankow 
River running day and night, (with the 
exception of one night when it was simply 
impossible to proceed), and there is no 
doubt that the two first down after the 
Venetia made the run in about 20 hours 
Jess than she did, as a natural consequence. 

I think it will be admitted that there 
no more danger in a steamer running 11 
or 12 knots when carefully navigated than 
there is in a steamer running 9, nor is 
thoro any risk in a vessel of large power 
exerting that power, though undoubtedly 
the same principle does not apply when a 
vessel of small power is unduly y 

‘As to the raco’ being “gained by the 
«« pressure of steam power in narrow waters 
“and along a dangerous coast,” I think 
a reference to the chart of the passage from 
tris to London will prove this phraso to 
be sensational ; and so far from reckless 
navigation ‘in narrow waters” having 
been encouraged by the differential freight 
in the case of the Venetia, I think the 
above remarks as to the course adopted in 
those sho has already passed through, aro 
of themselves sufficient contradiction to 
such a conclusion, inasmuch as had our 
officers not exercised the careful discretion 
they did, the Venetia might have been out 
of the river a day sooner than she was. - 

T would take this opportunity of inform- 
ing the Chamber that Ido not think any 
botter proof can be given that the Direc- 
tora of this Company are strongly opposed 
to running risks under any consideration, 
than lies in the fact that all our steamers 
aro uninsured, and that any loss that does 
arise falls on the Company itself, while the 
incentive to be eautious on the part of the 
Commander and Officers may bo under- 
stood better where it is known that no 
part of the Company's regulations will 
the leat justify any one in incurring 
slightest risk for the sake of a few hours 
gain ina such as your letter 
‘would seem to indicate is the case. 

Had th Yhamber been contented with 
the simple argument against ocean racing 
on priniple, { should ‘pot have. troubled 
you with this letter ; but inasmuch as your 
letter is principally based on assumption 
which I trust I have shewn to be incorrect, 
and as it has been since published with the 
authority of the Chamber, these remarks 
fare rendered necessary to’ dispute its ap- 
plication as far as this Company is co 
cerned, and'T have adopted the same course 
of obtaining publicity.

‘fhe above mentioned rules at prosent 
apply only to Hankow, but it is under- 
stood that their operation is to be extended 
to all the Open Ports, and I therefore take, 
thus early, an opportunity of placing the 
objections’ of the Chamber before you, 
that no time may be lost in pointing out 
to the Authorities that the proposed regu- 
ations will not only be very” injurious 
to some important interests, but are more- 
over contrary to the spirit and letter of 
the Treaty, 

‘The first and second of these Regula- 
tious place what are known as‘ Huiks” 
on the same footing as “Ships,” and pro- 
pose to render them liable to Tonnage 
Dues, and amenable to the usual rules as 
to lading and discharging. 

‘The third, fourth aud fitth regulations de- 
tail the extent and nature of the supervi- 

mn which the Customs propose to exercise 
x * Hulks” for the future. 
tho grounds of objection may be stated 
as follows, 

In the first place, » “Bulk” is not a 
“Ship.” A “Ship,” in’ the commercial 
sense, and in the spitit of the Treaties, iso 
vessel capable of being navigated by sails 
or engines, and employed in the convey- 
ance of cargo or passengers from place to 

lace A “Ship” must have: papers of 

istry, a captain and crew. Hulks,”” 
on the contrary, are floating godowns or 
landing stages, in many.instances connected 
more gf less permanently with tho shore 
by bridges and mooring tackle, .and really 
forming part of the premises to which they 
aro attached. They are-dismantled vessels, 
without masts, sails, engines or crew, and 
as such have forfeited all title to be re- 
istered as “Ships.” Many of them. have 
Geen built up ama. housed over for. the 
storage of goods, while others are cut down 
and made into ordinary pontoons, More- 
over, a hulk once moored cannot change its 
position without the assistance of another 
Yessel, and it appears needless to apply to 
such a craft the lawa which are intended 
for Ships engaged in active trafic, and able 
to evade Customs rules by leaving Port. 

But, granting that Huilks” aro “Ships,” 
it is doubtful if they can then be made to 
pay Tonnage Dues as proposed. 

‘Article $1 of the British Treaty declares 
that no Tonnage Dues shall be payable on. 
boats employed by British subjects in tho 
conveyance of * ** ** * acticles not 
subject to Duty between any of the: Open. 
Ports. 

Arlicle 16 of the American ‘Treaty and: 
Article 22 of the French Treaty ate: to the 
samo effect, aud seem.to point clearly to 
the conclusion that, if“ Hulks” are to be 
considered as “Ships” when they aro 
moved from Port to Port, they are not 
liable (o Tonnage Dues if they carry only 
ballast. 

‘The second, third and fourth Regulations,. 
taken by theinselves, do not seem open to 

Wy special objection. ‘The Chineso have 
undonbiedly the right to exercise a rea- 
sonable supervision over the movement of 
dutinble merchandise within the Port 
limits, and to prevent obstructions to River 
trafic by the unauthorised mouring of 
Hulks and Pontoons. The dlaim of the 
Custoins, however, to interfere in cases of 
trespass on Riverine properties, does not 
seem so clear, unless the complaining 
owner be Chinese. Foreigners are already 
adequately protected against each other 
by the presence of the various Consular 
officers. 

Tho fifth Regulation is the most ob- 
noxious, because it places in the hands of 
‘a Chinese official the power to injure, if not 
practically to destroy, the business of any. 
one signing the proposed declaration. 

Tk must not be forgotten. that the em- 
ployment of “Hulke” at the River Ports 
is a necessity, owing to the great periodical 
changes in the level of the Yangtsze, and. 
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that under the continued sanction of the 
Chinese, since the River was opened, large 
‘sums of money have been invested in them, 
godowns and other store establishments 
have been built, and steamers have been 
arranged with reference to them. In fact 
the whole machinery of the River Trade, 
from which the Customs derive so large a 
revenue, has been gradually accommod 

ted to this method of loading and discharg- 


ing cargo. 

it is manifestly unreasonable that a 
steamer owner should be asked to place 
himself at the merey of the caprice or ill- 
will of a Commissioner of Customs, by 
agrecing toallow that officer, without cause 
assigned, to destroy all his facilities for 
business. 

Tt is proper that the Harbour authorities 
should use every care before granting per- 
mission to moor Hulks or Pontoons, but 
the concession once given, its withdrawal 
should not be possible, without a full ex- 
amination of the case by the Consul and 
thehigher Chinese officials. Apart from the 
merits of the case, it would be matter of re- 
gret that a precedent should be established, 
that any important foreign interests may be 
debarred from the protection of their own 
national officers to which they are entitled 
under the general provisions of the Treaties 
with China. 

Tn conclusion, Ihave only further to say 
“that the Chamber is far from desiring to 
offer any obstacle to the assumption by the 
Chinese Government of the ‘proper func- 
tions applying to Riverine and Harbour 
conservation: On the contrary, the mem- 
bers would. regard with gratification the 
‘appearance of any sign that the authorities 
of this Port are alive to the necessity of 
undertaking duties which are among the 
first cares of every civilized Government, 
and which have been so long and so per- 
tontly neglected. But while the Cham- 
x would welcome the promulgation of 
comprehensive regulations, binding wpon 
natives and foreigners alike, for the pro- 
tection of the harbour, accompanied by 
active measures for tho preservation of the 
channel aud shores of the River, it protests 
against the adoption of partial and simply 
repressive rules, directed against foreigners 
alone, which would be Carthenaome to 
individuals, and are not conceived in the 
general interest,

‘THE S, Y. C. EXCURSION TO THE LAKES. 


In response to a general order issued by 
the Commodore of the Club, a number of 
the yachts composing the fleet of the S. 
Y. G, assembled off the Recreation Ground 
on Saturday afternoon, to take part in an 
excursion to what foreigners have been 
accustomed to call the Sitai Lake, involving 
acruise of about 100 miles, with the object 
of practising concerted movements by 
nal. Convenient codes had been made up 
for such occasions, giving all local points of 
resort or rendezvous, the conversational 
Bases most Likely to be called into use, 

istinguishing and answering pendauts, nu- 
meral, horary, alphabetical, preparative 
‘and compass flags, «ec. 

Shortly afterd o'clock the Fearless, Emily, 
Nimrod, Gracie and Madcap started on the 
trip. The Gracie, failing to getunder way as 
she raised her anchor, was driven by the ebb 
ide round between the Fearless, which was 
still at moorings, and the Recreation 
Ground, and did not get clear without car- 
rying away the natty mizzen of the Fear- 
less—the pet fancy of her skilful sailing 
captain pro tem.—aud bringing down her 
own awning frame. In yachting, you have 
to take such mishaps philosophically how- 
ever, and, congratulating yourself that it is 
no worse, clear away the wreck, and make 
the best of it. ‘acking up through the 
shipping against wind and ebb, the yachts 
found themselves cramped for space to 
work in, and as they entered the strait 
created by the proximity of the P. and O. 
steamer Sunda at her moorings and the 
receiving hulk Ariel at her moorings, the 
fleet following in line according to signal, 
the Fearless was so closely pressed by the 
Emily that a serious collision was ouly 
avoided by tho clever handling of tho 
latter, As it was, she bumped the Fear- 
less? dingy, which was being towed as- 
tern, so sharply as to dinge her top 
streak, and. nearly spoiled. her own 
handsome nose by contact with the Ariel. 
Ont of this strait the only way for 
the Fearless was into another, caused by 
the inopportune situation of a number of 
junks, but these were also successfully 
rounded, and the Emily, after a brief ex- 
perience of the dilemma known to yacht- 
ists as being “in irons,” followed quickly 
‘on the leaders and again took the place 
due to her commander as Vice-Commo- 
dore. Then a few miles of beating in 
good order brought the line clear of the 
shipping and junks, and the signal was 
given to rendezvous at Minhong, making 
for that point according to the capabilities 
of the craft oc the fancy of their comman- 
ders. The Charm, Phantom, Maske and 
Nimyod went a short distance to give effect 
to the start, and then returned to Shang- 
hai, the Nimrod, however, subsequently 
rejoining. ‘The wind having died away at 
nightfall, while the ebb tide was still 
strong, some of the yachts were obliged to 
resort to the yuloh for propulsion, but this 
was only necessary for a very short time, 
and about 11 p.m. Minhong was reached. 
It is not remarkable that the Madcap, 
in charge of a distinguished racing jockey, a 
griffin trainer, and a clerk of the course, 
‘and steered, we presume, by a stop-watch, 
should under such peculiar auspices be put 
on her mettle and show the others a clean 
pairof heels. She seemed infact to have got 
the bit in her mouth, and to have bolted, for 









































signals were lost on her aud her adventur- 





ous crew. The next rendezvous appointed 
was the Mao Pagoda, which was reached 
at daylight, and then with a favouring 
gale, the yachts skimmed along the Mao- 
woo creek which unites the River with the 
Lake, entering the latter about 8 o'clock, 
Tg not “the first that ever burst into that 
silent sea,” they were certainly the first 
that had disturbed its calm waters on that 
jeacoful morning. Here at the end of the 
0 lay the Fearless, Emily, Nimrod, 
Gracie and Madeap side by side, their 
merry crows exchanging visits, preparing 
breakfast, and discussing amid showers 
of chaff the troubles of the voyage, the 
frequent nocturnal visits of a mysterious 
Admiral—whose advent was usually the 
signal for the production of champagne 
—and making and unmaking honora 
officers with a rapidity which it woul 
have taken several Admiralty Secretaries 
to chronicle. After an hour spent thus, 
the Fearless, which had meanwhile repaired 
the damage sustained at starting, weighed 
and, standing out into the Lake, hove to 
under jib and mizzen, while the others 
followed. When all had done so, signal 
45 was hoisted, indicating that the remain. 
ing yachts were to form in two columus on 
the starboard tack in the order of sailing. 
The Emily and Madcap formed the star- 
board division, and the Nimrod and Gracie 
the port. Led by the Commodore’n yacht, 
the squadron sailed in good order, shorten: 
ing or increasing sail so as to keep their 
stations, and following subsequent signals 
to form in line, to go about, to sail abreast 
and to perform sundry other evolutio 
with a correctness which was very eredita- 
Blo secing that the code had only been 
distributed the previous day, before sailing. 
The only drawback to sailing on this fine 
open sheet of water was its shallowness, 
four to five feet being the prevailing 
depth, so that the centreboards occasion 
ally ploughed the bottom, and threw 
up amuddy wake, About noon the yachts 
came to an anchor in accordanco with 
signal 24, abreast of the Commodore, 
The Fearless’ dingy was then called into 
requisition to enable the Commodore to 
inspect the fleet, and to congratulate the res- 
pective commanders on the caro and coleri- 
ty with which they had executed his in- 
structions. The gallant crew of the Mad- 
cap, resolved to show their appreciation of 
the popular leader of the expedition, and 
their knowledge of what was due by the 
courtesies of the service, manned tho 
main boom with the entire European crew 
of three, and gave him a ringing welcome, 
‘Again we tripped anchor, and again 
brought up, at the exit from the Lake, 
where, while the yachts were moored by 
the banks, their crews wero released from 
the formal severity of duty tothe joyous 
ease of tiffin, a stroll on the banks, and a 
bath in_ the translucent waters of the 
creek, Under the genial influences of the 
occasion, and fired by their success in 
working’ the Madcap, the sporting mem- 
bers of her crow entered in a body the 
ranks of the 8. Y. ©., although wo regret 
to say her captain had just been tempora- 
rily relieved from command—uot for any 
deficiency in the mysteries of naval science, 
only that he had omitted to learn the 
difference between port and starboard—his 
right hand and his left! The cook and 
steward was also condemned to the com- 
mittal of the signal code to memory, for 
the grave offence of forgetting the cocktail 
whisk { 
But the homeward voyage now en- 
gaged ltention, and it was found, to 
je no easy task in a creek of fifty 
yards width to make progress by beating, 
the shallowness of the creek for a tims 
eventing the centreboards being let“ 
jown sufficiently to keep the boats from 
drifting to leeward. ‘The Emily and Madcav 
however made fair way, and as the creek 
widened and deepened, the others, after an 
attempt to get along, by towing, also trust- 
ed to sail and helm. The Mow Pagoda, 
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again fixed as rendezvous, was reached by 
the Emily, Madcap, and Fearless between 8 
and 9 o'clock. At one point the Fea less, 
in charge for the time being of the lowdah, 
xan ashore on the sloping bank, in endea 
vouring to avoid row of fishing boats 
anchored across the creek ant at the same 
time to give place to the Nimrod, which 
ore down at the same moment. in vain 
were the able resources of the skilful 
sailing captain who lent his assistance 
to the commodore brought to bear in 
this difficulty, in vain did the crew 
run from side ‘to side of the deck, try to 
shove her off, or to get round her bow by 
driving a stake and heaving on block and 
tackle—she was stuck hard and fast, and the 
woather was abominable. Would not the 











fishing people, to avoid whom this mishap 
was encountered, aid in getting her off? 
suggested n landeman, who did not know 





mitich about going up-country, and whose 
trusting faith in the generous impulses of 
luman nature was quite touching. No 
fear, said an experienced mentor, not if 
you begged of them all night—I know 
Them of old, ‘This appeared conclusive, 
when, oh! my prophetic soul, what do we 
see - Une boat to avoid running down which 
‘wo ran ashore weighs anchor and makes for 
us, and in a few minutes her crew volun- 
teer their aid and explain that they feel 
impelled todo so because they were theinno- 
centeanse of the mishap. We commend the 
incident to the consideration of up-country 
exeursionists, and are glad to report that 
the assistance was in this case given with 
a will that made it at once effectual. 











Morning brings a fresh breeze, but 
wet disagreeable weather, by which our 
enjoyment in the speed with which we 





come down riveris rather damped. But we 
reflect that what causes us so much discom- 
fort, releases some thousands of peasantry

‘THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE LETTER. 


To the Bditor of the 
Norra-Cunva Herp. 

Sm,—The letter of the Chamber of Com- 
merce does not touch, or at best only in 
an indirect way, upon one very important 
point in transactions between’ natives and 
foreigners when the latter are the sellers ; 
and that is, the nearly absolute ignorance 
the foreigner is in, in regard to almost every- 
thing relating to the native purchaser. 
His standing with his countrymen, the 
amount of eredit he enjoys, the magnitude 
of his transactions, even his place of bu 
ness and name very often, are unknown. 
On the other hand, all these points regard 
ing the foreigner ‘are, or ean be, perfectly 
wellknown to the Chinese. Hedeais direct, 
if he 0 chooses, with the foreigner 
at his established place of business, and 
knows where to go for redress in event of 
any default, and is well aware that equal 
justice will be doue toall in such cases. He 

















therefore runs only the ordinary risks of 
business. 

To those at home, or perhaps even to 
non-commercial men in China, such as 
Consuls, the argument of the Chinese that, 
as they are required to pay on delivery of 
goods, and often to give bargain money, 
the foreigner should be required to do the 
same, may appear only just and fair; but 
in view of the above facts (in addition to 
the very strong one mentioned by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the non-division 
of assets) it is sophistical, and probably is 
regarded in its true light when looked upon 
av a pigos of impertinence om the part of 
the Guilds.

Mr. Watxewntont said Barnet & Co. did 
not deny that plaintiff had acted for them in 
the capacity of broker, inasmuch as they 
arlmitted liability in respect to the Daybreak, 
but only at 2} por cent. ‘They denied their 
Viability, however, in respect to the Precursor, 
in toto, but he wa8 prepared to show that the 
whole’ matter formed one transaction, . and 
that, according to agreement which he would 
rove existed between thein, plaintiff was en- 
titled to commission on the second ship as much 
as he was on the first. 

R. H. Gone-Boorny, sworn, stated—I do bu- 
siness aga broker in Shanghai. A Chinese friend 
of mine having asked me if I knew of any one 
who had any steamers to sell, as the Chinese 
Steam Navigation Company were in want of 
some, Lsaid I thought I could manage it for 
them, and was thereupon introduced to the 
manager of the Company. Tafterwards spoke 
to Mr. Glover, who was at that time manager 
‘of Barnet’s business, and told him to go round 
with me to the Chinese Company, which be did. 
‘This was about the 9th of November. We 
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had a long conversation as to the sort of 
steamers they wanted, and. they told. Mr. 
‘0 the best 


Glover they required ‘several, 
of my recollgction they offered. hima ls. 80,000 
each for four steamers, with Tis. 80,000 
bargain money. Mr. Glover said he would 
telegraph home and find out what the thing 
could be done at. ‘The discussion at that i 

terview was on the basis of their wantin 

several steamers ; they spoke asif they woul 

‘want four before China New Year. Mr. 
Glover telegraphed, and read the reply to me 
stating that the price the firm at home were 
prepared to deliver the steamers at was Tis. 
85,00, From the way in which the telegram 











was worded, it was disenssed whether it might 
mean for four steamers or one, but we con- 
eluded it must be for ovie. That came on 14th 
November, and next day Mr. Glover told me 
he had a telegram regarding a steamer named 
the Daybreak. asked him what the price 
was, and he said Tis. 100,000. To the best 
of my recollection, the first night after we had 
seen the Chinese, Mr. Glover asked me what 
my charges were, that he might tell Mr. Elias 
in London. I said 5 per cent, the same as 
had been paid to my brother on the sale of 
another steamer, just the day before. I for- 
get whether Mr. Glover then demurred to the 
amount, but I never tetracted any portion of 
it. He objected subsequently. [ ean name 
, the Chieftain, in which my brother re- 
ceived 5 per cent. We talked freely about the 
dispute as to the Chieftain which was going on 
fora month before the 14th Nov., when I 
had to speak to Mr. Glover about Urokerage. 
Mr. Glover and I went round to the Chinese, 
and after about an hour's talk and a great 
deal of trouble T persuaded them to take the 
Daybreak L also urged the settlement of the 
contract that night, Jest they should ery of 
and it was settled at once. When I was go- 
ing down about the Daybreak, on the 15th 
Nov., Mr. Glover remarked, as I was gettin 

out of my carringe at the Chinese Company's

T could have done the busi- 
ness inyself ; he said it was difficult to finance, 
to which [ agreed, and said | preferred simpl 
taking 5 per cent. as brokerage. A rougl 
contract was signed on the 15th, and another 
witnessed by my brother and self next day at 
George Barnet & Co.'s office. ‘There was no 
doubt then about the rate of commission. 
‘That day week Mr. Glover got_ particulars of 
steamer called the Danube. We went to the 
Chinese and Mr. Glover asked the same price 
as for the Daybreak, but as the steamer 
was not 80 good in’ any way, they did 
not take her. He went to them in my com- 
'y, and I was presentall the time with him. 
immediately after this, another house began 
selling steamers through Mr. Bidwell, who saw 
Mr. Glover to try and come ton arrangement 
about the business. This they could not do, 
and Mr. Bidwell began competing with Mr, 
Glover, and told the Chinese he could sell 
strs. much cheaper than those they had bought. 
He sold one, and in consequence I got into 
trouble about the high price of the Daybreak, 
and was told that if George Barnet & Co. did 
not give a rebate, the Company would do 
no more business with them. Mr. Chu, 
the mandarin managing this business, wanted 
‘10,000 or 15,000, and [advised Mr. Glover, 
if he could get a yuid pro quo, to give some- 
i nut if not, to stick'to it. He said 
rebate if the Chinese would 
sign a contract for 20 steamers which they 
said they should require, but they would not. 
Mr. Glover next sent to Mr. Chu, to say he had 
two steamers to offer. When I heard this I went 
to Mr. Glover, who told he had been in- 
formed that there was nothing to be done till 
the former difficulty was settled. ‘Then a few 
days after, [heard he had settled the difficulty 
aud had sold a steamer called the Precursor. 
I wrote him saying T heard he had settled 
matters and had sold the steamer, and askeil 
him how it was he had done the transaction di- 
rect. I had nothing more to do with Mr. 
Glover in the matter of selling steamers. Ihave 
ascertained that Barnet & Co. did sell the 
Precursor, and I claimed my percentage. I 
have never seen the contract of sale, and I 
never heard of it till after it was completed. 
I got 5 per cent on the sale of a ship called 
the Sally, sold by Jardine Matheson & Co. to 
Drysdale Ringer & Co. My brother was not 
resent at any conversation I bad with Mr. 
over about commission—it was my business 
entirely, and he had no comection with the 
matter except that I sent him round with the 
contract to get it signed. I wish to say I did 
not claim this as a simple brokerage ; I based 
my claim on the fact that it was because I i 
troduced George Barnet & Co. to this business, 
they got it todo. I introduced them because 
1 knew Mr. Glover very well, and when he 
‘came out from England, he had spoken to me 
saying he hat several old steamers to dispose 
of E fhought ‘them a Iikely house also 
because they had plenty of money, 
Cross-examined—I received 5 per cent on 
the Sally from Messrs. Jardine Matheson & Co. 
and they paid it. I told them when I went 
about the matter I wanted that. Mr. Johnson 
said “I can't pay you that, Mr. Gore-Booth.” 






































Treplied that I expected him to tell me at what 
price he would sell his ship, paying me 5 per 
cent, and he looked up an exchango book 
and told me. _ In the case of the Chieftain my 
brother got 5 per cent. I had nothing to do 
with the transaction, and know nothing of it 
beyond that. I kuow another instance of 5 
per cent being paid—where Mr, Sharp sold 
the Clio, and he told me I might call him to 
rove it. I know, too, that there are men in 
Shanghai who will work for nothing, or. in 
fact pay for the privilege. I don’t know that 
in the majority of cases the commission is 14 
to2% per cent, I believe 1} is the lowest 
price { have known paid. A ship named the 
Japan was sold at 24 brokerage, but the bro- 
kers will tell you that it was a transaction in 
which they were not entitled to anything, I 
believe I did, by mistake, through being at 
first misinformed, tell Mr. Glover 5 per cent 
was charged on the Japan. When she was 
sold Mr. Sharp was shipping clerk to Gibb 
Livingstone & Co., and was aware of the per- 
centage on her. I am under the impression 
that, as a matter of fact, the Precursor was 
toll to the Chinese by George Barnet & Co. 
Thave been told that they sold her on commi 
sion, taking the business out of my hands. [Mr. 
Rennie here read the contract as to the Precur- 
‘sor.] I treat the sale of the Precursorasthe samo 
a the Daybreal, though the contract, appears 
to show that it wax done by defendants trom 
house in England on commission for Chu-yet- 
foo. I had no conversation about commission 
until the 9th November. I don’t think T 
wrote or spoke about the transaction before 
that. Tam shewn aletter of 30th Oct. which 
refers to it, and I fancy thereforo I must have 
held conversation between those two times, I 
have a rough memo. in my diary on the 9th 
that I had nearly made $22,000 by the sale of 
four steamers, Coming away from the Uhinese 
house Mr. Glover said ‘What are you goin, 
tocharge, hat I may tell Mr. Elias in London? 
Isaid ‘*5 per cent , the same as my brother got 
for the Chieftain,” What ho said further Ido 
not remember ; he did not say Oh no; the 
commission is only 1 per cent., or 24 per cent, 
and I in fact considered that my 5 per cent was 
assured, that silence meant consent, particu; 
arly when aman goes on with the business 
and makes no objection. At another time ho 
said it was a great deal too much, and I said 
Tould do the business myself. "He remons- 
trated to a certain extent, but I thought 
that amounted to nothing—he never, ¢ 
ressly dissented. I first spoke to. Mr. 
Biover about the amount of commission 
when we wore walking home from the China 
Merchants, before he could have telegraphed. 
‘The was on or about the 9th Nov. Again on 
the 15th, when the Daybreak was sold. For 
some time after I got into trouble about the 
high price of the Daybreak, I did not go near 
the Chinese, perhaps for a fortnight. ‘They 
said ‘get back the money from George Bar- 
net and Co., and we'll do with you agaia,” or 
words to that effect. I telegraphed honie to 
ny brother to ascertain the price of such a 
steamer ag they wanted, and I wrote Mr. 
Glover saying Thad done 'so and saying that 
I wished I had known they were again doing 
business with the Chinese as I might have 
saved money spent in telegrams. I went on 
my own account into the business when I un- 
derstood the Chinese would do no more 
with George Barnet and Co., but I stuck to 
Barnet and Co. to the last, till I found other 
ple were coming in. I still claimed my 
Piper cent on the Daybreak, and said T wa 
entitled to commission on any other steamers 
they sold. ‘The Chinese told me they would 
do no mote business till they had a rebate on 
the price of the Daybreak, and I went 
Barnet’s and gave them some advice about it 
T knew nothing of the Precursor till one day, 
at tiffin, it was mentioned by a man who said 
he understood I was the broker. 

Tt was stated, in answer to. a question by 
the Court, that the Precursor was contracted 
for on 24th Dec., 1872, 

Cross-examination continued—I claim more 
than bro} because it was through m 
introduction that Barnets got the whole busi- 
ness, the Chinese would otherwise have 
bought the steamers in Shanghai. I am 
shown a letter of 17th April in which I say I 










































could claim more than 5 per cent. \WhenI 
wrote that I was very angry. T heard of the 
sale of the Precursor on 17th Dec, [Various 


letters written during the month of April 
were then read, but as the tenor of their con- 
tents appears generally in the evidence it ig 
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unnecessary to quote them.] Tho first time 
swe spoke about the commission was when wo 
were walking. I claimed that the business 
from the outset was for several steamers, and 
‘that because one was sold to-day and another 
a week hence that did not vitinte my claim 
‘to commission on the whole. The Chinese 
had previously bought the P. & O. steamer 
Aden, through a Portuguese in Russell & Co.’s 
Wwho was not.a broker at all. Messrs. Buch- 
haeistor & Bidwell subsequently sold them a 
steamer, and other people have been nego- 
tiating “I was told George Barnet’s had sold 
another, I said the Chinese told George 
Bamet & Co. they wanted many steamers, 
‘and that having settled satisfactorily the 
details of the Daybreak they produced the 
Danube which failed, and they then produced 
the Precursor. I said in my letter the 
Chinese wanted four, on which i should 
certainly have claimed commissions—as to 
any others Lam not sare. [ dont remember 
that I introduced the first conversation by 
saying “5 per cont on 20, steamers that 
will be Tis. 100,000.” I did think it was 

ing to be a very big business, and that the 

thinese were likely, as they said, to buy a 
reat many menmers through, Barnet & Co, 

witnessed the first contract, but did not send. 
in any note of brokerage—the contract was 
written out as between George Barnet and 
Chu, without any reference toa broker. 
[Plaintiff's letter of 30th October first openin, 
tp the business to George Barnet & Go. read 
and tolegram by defendants, of October 30, 
advising that four steamers were wanted, aud 
giving particulars. Another of 9th November, 
sent by dofendants to their London house, 
giving particulars as to two steamers, and 
adding we pay brokerage.”) Its possible 
they might, if the brokerage ‘was 5 per cent, 
‘think it of Suflicient importance to have men: 
tioned it in that telegram, that is their look- 
ont—I don’t say 5 per cent is the rate in 
England. 

Re-examined—I remember that one of the 
conversations as to brokerage occurred while 
Twas getting out of my carringe—that was 
the second, Before I telegraphed to my bro- 
ther about steamers, T understood it was 
hopeless to expect that Barnet & Co. would 
do more in the business, and the brokerage 
from them or my commission frow the Chinese 
would be the same—L would be in fact a 
loser, bocanse I had to pay telegrams and incur 
‘other expenses and risks. I only did it be- 
cause Bamet's were finished and Bidwell was 
-coupeting. I was on very friendly terms with 
‘Mr. Glover, and in talking about commissions 
ho never forimally objected or gave me the im- 
pression he was going to repudiate the 5 per 
cont, If he had I would have immediately 
gone elsewhere. I find a memo in my diary 
about another steamer after the Danube— 
it did not come to anything. T had conversa- 
‘tion with Mr. Glover after this. My percen- 
tage is payable the moment the contract is 
mado, it is enstomary to get it when the -co 
tract is completed, anid my reason for not claim- 
ing it ou the Precursor at the time was that I 
had not suflicient proof of their being the 
sellers. Mx. Glover read over to me the tele- 
gram of 30th Oct. In difforont conversations 
tho Chinese talked about 20 or 30 steamers, 
and Mr, Glover told me he would grant a 
rebate of T think ‘$10,000 from the price of 
the Daybreak if they would sign » contract 
for 20 more, but though they professed to re- 
quire a great many they would not do this. 

‘Mr. Warwzwnranr said that was the case 
for theplaintiy and the Court then adjourned 
from 12 till 1.30, 








































‘When the Court resnined— 

‘Mr. Ress1e said the case for the plaintiff, 
which rested only upon the evidence of Mr. 
Gore-Booth himself, had closed ; and before 
he should proceed to comment on the evidence 
before them he wished to draw their attention 
to the difference between the contracts. Ac- 
cording to the petition, the plaintiff claimed 5 
per cent commission upon the sale of the two 
steamers, The contract with regard to the 
Daybreak lind not been real, nor need it be, 
because it was alleged by the plaintiif 
‘and conceded by the defendant that the 
steamer was sold through the intervention of 
the plaintiff; and the only question arising, 
therefore, with regard to her was whether the 
commission to be paid should be at the rate of 
Sor 24 per cent, A cettain sum had been paid 
‘on account of brokerage at the latter rate into 
Court, With regard to the Precursor contract, 














‘the sum of 5 per cent was likewise claimed by 
fhe plaintiff aguinet the defendants, but he 
should have to argue the point whether the 
contract for the purchase—he could not call 
it sale—of the was in any way 
owing to the introduction of the defendants to 
the Chinese Company as far 08 plaintiff was 
concerned. ‘The Dar ‘it was and 
admitted, was sold for $100,000, and that bro- 
kerage at the rate of 2} per cent was due 
from the defendants to the plaintiff ; but with 
regard to the Precursor contract, the matter 
was entirely different, because as the contract 
itself showed, the sum for which that vessel 
was bought by the defendants from her 
English owners on account of the China 
‘Steam Navigation Company was immaterial 
to them seep so far as their percentage was 
concerned. hey would reecive by the terms 
of that contract 5 per cent from the Chinese 
in regard to the amount of purchase money 
and the disbursements they had to make in 
bringing the steamer ont. Consequently, it 
followed that if the plaintiff's claim in this 
matter were admitted, he, claiming 5 per cent 
on the purchase money of the Precursor, 
woiild recover the whole amount which the 
defendants themselves would recover from the 
Chinescin thematter, and they would in no way 
be benefited by the transaction, As a matter 
of fact, they would be the losers, for accord- 
ing to Mr. Gore-Booth’s contention, they 
would have to hand the whole of the money 
over to him and themelves have to bear the 
expense of bringing the vessel out. ‘The 
auld observe that plaintiff was rest his 
caso solely upon what he alleged he told Mr. 
Glover, the defendants’ agent,—that his charge 
for brokerage was 5 por cent. Mr. Glover 
did not attempt to deny this ; in fact he ex. 
pressly admitted it, but Mr. Glover neveragreed 
to that charge. Plaintiff had stated in his 
evidence in chief that on the 9th November, 
when he was getting out of his trap at the 
office of the Chinese Navigation Company, 
he told Mr. Glover that his charge was 
5 per cont. He was notable to tell them Mr. 
Glover's reply, but alleged that there was no 
repudiation of his charge at. that time, and 
that he subsequently claimed that percentage; 
which Mr. Glover then remonstrated against. 
He had pressed him in_ cross-examination 
‘asto any other conversation which he might 
have had prios to that; and although be re 
membered that the matter was frequently the 
topic of conversation as they were walking to 
and from the office of the Chinese Navigation 
‘Company together, he was unable to give any 
account of stich conversations, or their effect. 
As far as that point was concerned, he pore 
posed calling Mr. Glorar before them, ant he 
ad no doubt he would have a more distinct 
memory on such matters. Considering more 
particularly the subsequent transactions, they 
would remember that Mr. Gore-Booth ad- 
mitted that, prior to the sale of the Daybreak, 
he found other persons were negociating 
with the same Company forthe same steamer ; 
that upon discovering this the Chinese pro- 
fessed to be dissatisfied with the pres they 
paid (for they said, unless he could procure 
a rebate upon ‘the Daybreak purchase 
money they would do no more business with 
him) he directly telegraphed home with the 
view of ascertaining upon what terms he could 
transfer a steamer to the Chinese. He also 
told them that the charge he proposed to 
make upon the Chinese for such services 
was 5 per ent, and upon that percentage 
e would be willing to undertake all the 
risks incident to bringing the ship out from 
England. He should be able to show by 
the evidence of Mr. Glover (even admitting 
there was a great deal of trath in the state- 
ments of the plaintiff), that when this rupture 
oceurred between Mr. Gore-Booth and the 
Chinese, asa matter of fact the Chinese 
declined to do business with him, and while 
‘ho was telegraphing home with reference to 
the matter, Barnet & Co. were negociating 
with them in the hope of doing the 
business on a different basis—proposing to 
gut steamers out from England for the Chinese 
Company at 5 per cent commission. Mr. 
Rennie was of opinion that if these facts were 
proved, and they were satisfied that the 
inal contract had fallen through, Barnet 
>. were fully justified in acting’ as they 
did quite apart from the plaintiff. He thero- 
fore contended that the sale of the Precursor 
to the Chinese by the defendants was entirely 
distinct from the transaction connected with 
the sale of the Daybreak, and consequently 






































plaintiff's claim for 5 per cent. on her estimated. 
purchase inoney must fall to the ground. If 
they had any doubts on the question of 
pereentage, he should have to bring before 
‘them evidence as to what was the customary 
rate of brokerage on the sale of ships in 
Shanghai. His witnesses with regard to this 
cular point were the Agent of the P. & 
OY Company, ‘Mr. Johnson’ Mr. Wheelock, 
and Mr. Rowley Miller, geutlemen who were 
intimately acquainted with such matters. ° It 
would be shown that the usual rate of brokerage 
varied from 1 to 24 pe cent and was never 80 
high as alleged in tl ent instance. He 
trusted that evidence the Jury 
‘would feel justified in giving a verdict for the 
defendants, and with re rd to the Precursor, 
he hoped if would be fully proved to them 
that there was no agreoment between the 
parties with relation to her, and therefore 
ho ground for the claim resting on her pur- 
chase. 
‘Wittzaat Grover, sworn, stated—Iam in the 
house of Barnet&Co., and have beenconducting 
their business since last October. Iremember 
the transaction alluded to by plaintifl 
became acquainted with this matter from a 
letter I received in October. Upon receipt 
of that letter, I telegraphed to London on the 
Soth October asking ab what, price certain 
steamers could be delivered in Shanghai. Sub- 
sequently Mr. Gore-Booth called upon mo 
in relation to this matter, and as the result 
of our interview, I again telegraphed to 
London on the 9th Nov., giving further parti- 
calars, as to the description of bont required. 
Gore-Booth came to me every day, I should 
think, between the Ist and 9th Nov. Our 
conversation gencrally turned upon the price 
of steamers, ‘and finding it would conduco 
to business to have an interview with the 
Chinese, I requested him to take me round, 
‘That was on the Sth or 9th of Nov. I had no 
conversation with him as to what his share of 
the transaction would be. The Chinese madean 
offer with regard to the steamer, in consequence 
of which [sent another telegram to London. 
Plaintiff had not then told mo that it was his 
intention to make a charge of 5 per cont 
brokerage. On ot about the 15th November 
Lwent with Mr. Gore-Booth to the Chinese 
again, and came to a final settlement with 
regard to the steamer, and I.directly telo- 
raphed to Loudon stating that the purchase 
‘was completed. In a conversation we had 
together as we were driving down’ to the 
Chinese office on the 15th, I remember ho 
said that if he were to succeed in sellin, 
iwenty ships at ono hundred thousand tacls 
ach atthe rate of per cent he should receive 
‘one hundred thonsand taels as his brokerage. 
[said to him “what nonsense ; your broker- 
age is ouly 1 per cent; whatever is cysto- 
rary. in such transactions you will be paid.” 
Lsent and received a great many letters from 
Mr, Gore-Booth. 
Tn answer to a romark by his Lonpsure, 
Mr. Rexwie said the letters were material 
‘as showing that, in answering plaintiff's claim 
for 5 por cent. Mr. Glover, ou behalf of 
defendants, ney tted more than 2. 
‘Witness continued—I am shown a letter of 
mine of 25th March '73 stating that. the rate 
customary was %} per cent. and the brokerage 
account far 8 per cont. was therefore re- 
tarued. I had made enquiries which satis- 
fied me that the customary rate was 2}, and in 
consequence wrote that letter, and Thad always 
told Nr. Gore-Booth that hie would be paid the 
customary rate. Inever in any way promised 
to pay him a higher rate, nor said anything 
which could be construed’ into an admission 
of lisbility to pay more than the brokerage. 
1 did not say that 5 was one so high-that it 
‘ould not be paid—merely that we would pay 
the customary rate, At the date of the con- 
versation in the trap we had already tele- 
raphed home. I had not asked Mr. Gore- 
Bodth what were his charges, that 1 might 
telegraph, mor had I done so beforo I sont 
the telegram * brokerage we pay.” Mr. Gore- 
Booth came and said the Chinese were dis- 
satisfied with the purchase of, the Daybreak. 
‘The Chinese were discontented with the 
‘ice and refused to have anything further to 
Bo with us, when I tried to sell other steamers. 
tried to sell the Danube through Mr. Gore- 
Booth, and failed. I next suggested to them 
that we should do the business on commission, 
which was au entirely new feature, andreceived 
acommission from them, but whether it was 
before or after that they refused to have any 
farther business with Mr. Gore-Booth I can't 
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say. I told his brother that the Chinese had 
said they were done with him; Idon’t know 
if the brothers were acting together, they were 
‘in company. I received a letter from Mr. 
‘Booth’s brother referring to the brokerage 
onthe Daybreak, and, believing him to bea joint 
broker, communicated my information to him. 
In consequence of the arrangement made, 
finding I could do no more business with Mr. 
Gore-Hooth, I bought the Precursor at simply 
5 per cant commision, and if pad him Sper 
cent on that str. we should get nothing out 
Of it. For 5 per cent we brought out the ship 
‘and sinha her, ‘the buyers getting any 
freight and paying expenses,

Cross-examined by Mr, Wanvewnicnt.—I 
was a friend of Mr. Gore-Booth, who used to 
come often to our hongto sce if any business was 
tobedone.

Lonly recollect one conversa- 
tion about brokerage, on the 15th Nov., when 
I said the brokerage was k per cent. No other 
conversation took place before the contract 
was signed. When we spoke on the 15th 
plaint if calculated his commission on 20 
steamers at 5 per ent; When I spoke to 
him then, I said the customary rate would be 

aid, and at other times I said so to his 
Brother."

After 
the contract was signed, I heard about a 
return of half brokerage—no amount stated, 
but a note signed for £1250 by Gore-Booth’s 
Drother, which was given to one of the 
Chinese interpreters, It amounted, I thought, 
to an obligation to. pay_on. Gore-Booth’s nc- 
count i per cant. of te brokerage he reesved 
to the Chinese. I understand Gore-Booth 
sens to pay that, out of how mitch brokerage 
he got—-whether I per cent. or 5, had nothing 
to do with us. I did not ask him to state his 
charge that L might telegraph it, he casually 
mentioned 5 per cent. { had a’ conversation 
about selling s number of other steamers 
in the same way as the Daybreak, and 
proposed to throw that steamer in as 
‘One of them, I gave the Chinese particulars 
of cost, stating that I thought it would 
be “£23,000 and so much for bringing 
out. I turned that into tacls at the rate 
of exchange. I don't know if I put it down 
in writing. I think I did this previous 
tothe sale of the Precursor, but I can’t 
recollect the date nor how it was done. 
{presume I spoke to the interpreters ; 
I done recollect if Mr. Bidwell was & 
sent. I am not sure that I gave the Chi- 
nese @ memorandum ia which I put down 
in writing the cost of the Daybreak aud Mr, 
Gore-Booth's commission at 5 per cent. I was 
present when the price of the Daybreak was 
Eettled, and took part in it, so I don't know 
that the failure of the nogociation was entirely 
duc to.Mr. Gore-Booth. They afterwards 
objected to dealing with him, whether it was 
‘on account of the non-return of the 1} per 
cent I don't know ; they spoke in this way 
when they came round to buy the Precursor, 
1 don’t know if the 1} affair is settled yet, I 
don’t think it is. We have no contract now 
pending with the Chinese. I may have dis- 
‘cussed with plaintiff the manner of selling 
steamers to the Chinese, and the comparative 
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stages of selling through a broker or on 
commission—we 


ed a great deal about the 

matter altogether. I have been 13 months in 
Shanghai, and have done no other business 
here of the kind, but did so in England. I 
had not heard of the Chinese Company before 
plaintiff came and spoke about it. I heard 
there was a dispute about the brokerage 
on the Chieftain, and that it had beon referred 
tohis Lordship, who awarded Mr. Gore-Booth’s 
brother 5 per cent on the transaction. I had 
telegram to sell the Daybreak, at a certain 
limit in Shanghai, which [ decline to state, 
His Lonpsmtr thought the question legi- 
timate, as enabling the Jury to arrive at a 
knowledge of whether defendants obtained 
such a profit as would permit a 5 per cont 
brokerage.

I had never 
agreed to pay more than 
BF. B. Jouxsos, sworn, stated—T am mana- 
ging partner of Jardine, Matheson & Co. I 
remember plaintiff selling a ship called the 
Sally for our firm. So far as I recollect, be- 
fore the sale there was some question as to 
commission, and it was referred to me after the 
rice of the vessel was fixed. I saw Mr. Gore- 
th, who said unless he got his commission 
of 5 per cent. he would not bring his buyer 
forward. Wo said the price was fixed ; if he 
could got 5 per cent. more from the buyer he 
might do so. The price was, £4,000, and § 
er cent. was aided to that, which we 
janded over to Mr. Gure-Booth. " I thiuk the 
commission was exorbitant and, as I ox- 
plained myself to Mr. Gore-Booth, that 
it would stop business at the port. I re- 
collect we sold the steamer Kiushiu in the 
end of 1871, on which we paid 1 per cont 
brokerage. “All kinds of rates are made by 
brokers. 5 per cent is usually merchant's 
commission, and there is an obvious distinction 
between the two—in the one case the respon- 
sibility of care of money and risk of carrying 
out the transaction, while the broker siinply 
brings the seller and buyer together. 


























To the Courr.—In the case of a ship being 
sent out from England to us for sale, there 
would be risk of the passage of money, 
principals throwing up, and various other 
Tesponsibilities connected with seeing the 
transaction carried out. 

‘To Mr. Rexsi.—Betweon a broker here; 
and a merchant ordering ont goods from 
England, I see a wide distinction, but as I 
dont know what work the broker goes through, 
Teant say whether in all cases 5 per cent 
would be too much for him, 

‘To Mr. Warxewniasr.—I believe the full 

rice of the Sally was £4,200. Mr. Gore- 

th was peremptory and insisted on 5 per 
cent; I was prepared to pay brokerage and: 
thought 1 to 1} per cent would be reasonable. 

F.D. Barxes, sworn, stated—I am agent 
for the P. & 0. Company. I-sold the Aden 
to the Chinese Company. She was the first 
steamer sold them, and I paid the broker 2 
per cent. 

‘To Mr. Warxewnicet—Mr. Euearnacao 
was the broker—as much a broker as any one 
in Shanghai—there are no sworn brokers i 
the place. He was certainly not a cl 








‘His. Lonosutr.—Did he go about in a trap? 

Mr. Barses.—I know he was the broker 
employed by the Chinese Company at that 
time. I don't know what particular business 
he-has as a broker, but he has frequently been 
to me-on similar business. 

To:the Court.—1 to 24 per cent is the rate 
in England, the latter being considered high. 

To a Junon.—The rate of brokerage was not 
agreed to before the sale. After the contract 
he asked what he was to get. 

‘His Loxpsure,—What grateful creatures 
brokers are; they come alter a transac! 
and say, wo will take what you give us, 
thankful for the crumbs that fall from the 
rich man’s table ! 

‘T. R. Wuertock, sworn, stated—I do bro- 
king business in Shavgbai, and have done

juropeans, Isold the Otago for Textor & Co., 
‘and while we were in treaty for the purchase, 
Mr. Aretz asked about commission. I said 
‘Mr. Gore-Booth was getting 5 per cent. on tho 
Daybreak, which Mr. Arets, said was exorbi- 
fant, aud'T said T thonght, go. too, aud 1 got 
2}, aud never thought of asking more. 

‘Rowrey Minurr, sworn, stated :—I am a 
broker, and have at. various times sold three 
steamers. I received 1 per cent commission ;. 
Thave heard of cases of peoplo receiving 2} 
per cent, and [think exorbitant, being a 
merchant's commission, usually charged for 
an altogether different responsibility. 

To, Mr. Watnewnicut.—I sold the two. 
first steamers in November, 1865, and the 
third in November, 1866. 

To the Court. ‘here were very few ship 
brokers at that time. 

Mr. Rewxre said that was the case for 
the defendants, and it was now his duty 
to sum upon their behalf, What he had 
to submit very shortly was, that the charge 
of 5 per cent brokerage on the sale of ships 
was . most _unssaal Sod, a the ee: 
tion of people well qualified to judge, a 
Inost exorbitant charge.” And unless the Jury 
felt satisfied there was an express agreement 
to pay that rate, they would have no hesita- 
tion in finding’ the charge exorbitant, and 
giving a verdict accordingly. ‘The Court had 
a in this [aatiaed troubled with many re- 
ferences to legal precedents, but he begged to 
quote the case of Brown >, Nairoe, Ken. 
i mm and Payne, 204, to meet the assertion 
that Mr. Gore-Booth had considerable trouble 
in effecting the sale of the Daybreak, by 
showing that the amount of trouble was not 
always a criterion of the percentage to be 
charged. If the Jury were satisfied the ser- 
viee was one undertaken for the ordinary 
brokerage feo, it was perfectly immaterial 
whether they considered more or less trouble 
‘was involved by it, nor, if they were satisfied 





































that the ordiuary brokerage had been ten- 
dered, would extra trouble warrant an extra 
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claim. He now came to the main feature, 
as to whether there was a i ent 
between Gore-Booth and Glover, and here 
‘there was a conflict of testimony, but if they 
considered what plaintiff himself said, they 
Would find that he did not in any part of his 
evideuice allege that Mr. Glover ever 
to pay him 5 per cent; the utmost plaintiff 
‘would have them infer was that Mr. Glover 
did not remonstrate. On the other hand, Mr. 
Glover, in the most distinct manner said, and 
was entirely corroborated and fortified by the 
letters which he (Counsel) had put into his 
hands, that so far from promising to pay 5 
per cent, he would not pay more than the 
customary rate, and that he protested against 
5 per cent as not customary. Plaintiff's state- 
‘ment that Glover asked him the rate in order 
‘that he might felograph to Mr. Elias, the re- 
resentative of the house in England, was 
negatived by the telegram itself, which de- 
feudauts were given notice to produce, and 
which contained only the words at the close 
“brokerage we pay,” without allusion to 
amount, Was it likely that, if Mr. Gore- 
Booth’s story was true, Mr. Glover, in taking 
the trouble to ascertain the amount of broker- 
age in order to put all particulars in the 
eAegram, would have left out the very 
material’ point that they had to pay 5 per 
Cent, which on ‘is, 80,000 was a sum worth 
mentioning. ‘This was a strong point, and 
one on which Mr. Glover’s evidence must be 
‘taken in preference to Mr. Gore-Booth’s, ‘The 
firsttime that Mr.Gore-Booth said he evermen- 
tioned the question of percentage was in get- 
ting out of his trap with Mr. Glover, but on 
Deing reminded that the date was the 14th 
Nov., he began to think he must have told 
Mn. Glover before that, though he could not 
remember when. On the evidenco given bj 
Mr. Glover in contradiction, the Jury wo 
have to decide whether there was anything 
like promise ever made by him to pay 8 per 
cent.” If they thought not, and proceeded to 
determine what was a reasonable rate, they 
would no doubt find that defendants had met 
the claim by their payment into Court of 24 
per cent on the Daybreak transaction. Now 
a8 to the sale of the Precursor, In order to 
understand it, they must go back to the be- 
ginning, whon Mr. Gore-Booth brought together 
‘the defendants and the Chineso Company 
Mr, Gore-Booth, uo doubt a man of sanguine 
temperament, wrote to Mr, Glover, telling 
Lim’ the new Company were prepared to buy 
steamers at a good price, that they had al- 
ready paid exorbitantly for the Aden, and ex- 
travagantly for a wharf at Pootung. Bar- 
net & Co, had money to go into the busi- 
ness, aud there was ‘a fortune to be 
roads, out of it if they looked sbarp. Mr. 
Gore-Booth also counted on a handsoine per- 
centage for himself, aud eaid so to Mr, Glover. 
‘All this time, Mr, Gore-Booth knew that the 
Yate of Sper cent had been disputed in the 
case of the Sally and the Chieftain, and not 
given in any other case before in Shangh: 
nd yet he never settled this with Mr. Glo 
‘They went into the transaction to a certai 
extent, sold one steamer, (on which Barnet 
& Co, admitted having to pay commission, ) 
but the Chinese complained of the excessive 
rice, which nade them discontented with 
Ie. Gore-Booth and Barnet & Co. Mr. Goi 
Booth then thought the sale of steamers in 
‘the present way was at an end, and spent 
ney in-telographing, with if for roma 
Decause his telegrams were badly wor: 
Barnet & Co,, finding they could not seli 
ateamers any longer through Mr. Gore-Dooth, 
turned their thoughts in a new channel, 
and offered to buy for the Company direct, 
on commission. In all this, what was 
there on which Mr. Gore-Bootk could 
round a claim? be admitted that the original 
Frosiuase was at an end, went in on his own 
‘account, and failed ‘through an accident, 
while Barnet & Co. also went in on their own 
account, ‘The case was therefore made almost 
ridiculous on the part of the plaintiff when he 
claimed 5 per ceut on the sale of the Precursor, 
even supposing that rate to be perfectly 
fogitimate on the sale of the Daybreak, In 
the latter case plaintiff did act as broker ; in 
the former Barnet & Co, arranged to do tl 
business at 5 per cent commission in full. 
‘Mr. Gore-Booth’s representations were correct, 
he was at the same time negociating for the 
sale of steamers to the Chinese Company at 
the same rate as Barnet & Co. and offering to 
take the whole risk for 5 per cent commission, 






















































while on the other hand, asa broker, he 


claimed to get 5 per cent without responsi- 
bility of any sort, ‘The learned Counsel 
thought the Jury woull -consider such a 
contention perfectly unreasonable. He did 
not intend to address the Jury upon the evi- 
dence as to the customary rate of commission, 


sd | because it was quite sufficient to convince 


them that 25 per cent, the rate offered by his 
clients, was areasonable one for the Daybreak. 
He might, however, in alluding to this, notice 
that the case as set forth in the petition and 
accounts furnished to the plaintiff, showed 
that certain sums were paid at his request, 
amounting to ‘Tis. 1,290, geierally from the 
brokerage, without the amount of such 
brokerage being specitied, and that when the 
final account was sent in, plaintiff claimed a 
balance of Tis. 3,700 on ‘tle Daybreak. Bis 
note for that was returned, the actual amouut 
admitted paid into Court, and if the Jury 
were of opinion that the amount so paid in 
was sufficient they would, as regarded the 
Daybreak, give a verdict for the defendants, 
while oven if they thought plaintiff was en- 
titled to anything on account of the Pre- 
cursor for introducing the business, the amount 
would have to be settled. He maintained how- 
ever that, from the time of the rupture with the 
Chinese, ‘the whole of the benefit actually 
springing from that introduction ceased, and 
he therefore hoped the Jury would fiud for his 
clients on this account also, 

Mr, Waisewstont, in’ summing up for 
plaintiffs, said he need hardly say his case 
‘was the very revorse of hhis learned friend's, 
He had to ask the Jury to look at the evidence 
and to come to the conclusion that his client 
was identified with the transaction from be- 
ginning to end, and that hg had introduced 
the defendants to a very large business, of an 
‘unusually profitable character. Barnet & Co. 
was a firm which would not. naturally have 
been brought into relation with the Chinese 
Merchants’ Company. Mr. Glover admitted 
that he never heard of it till plaintiff intro- 
duced it, aud it was extremly unlike- 
ly that without such an introduction the 
Chinese would have gone to them for steamers. 
Plaiutif’s introduction was therefore th 
foundation for the whole of the business 
that followed, or might have followed. Plain- 
tiff, they had been told, was a friend of Mr. 
Glover, and the latter liad asked’ him about 
finding a market for some steamers whon he 
first came out. ‘The introduction was-entirely 
the work of the plaintiff, but what use de- 
fendants made of it was not his affair—it 
would be apparent to the Jury why more had 
not beon made of it; as his Lordship casually 


























remarked, ‘that Jnid the golden 
eggs was’ killed by charging such a price 
for the Daybreak that the Chinese were 


dissatisfied. “If the Jury were of opinion 
that there was any agreement between the 
parties as to commission, it was quite clear 
‘that what had been paid before in Shanghai 
had nothing to do with the matter ; if virtu- 
ally there was an understanding to pay 5 per 
cent, what Mr. Rowley Miller did 5 or G years 
age had nothing to do with it—the 1 per cent 
in those cases inight have beon mixed up 
‘with bill. transactions ; aud what some gen- 
‘tleman with an unpronounceable name 
chose to accept for selling avoter steamer 
was equally beside the point.

obtained outof the purchaser. It could hardly 
be contended that the defendants’ agent, 
Mr. Glover, ever seriously objected to what 
Mr, Gore-Booth had sworn he in the clearest 
terms demanded, though plaintiff himself ad- 
mitted that Mr. Glover did raise a sort of 
objection, such a3 any man does when asked to 
pay money, that it was “too niuch.” From 
that time forward Mr. Gore-Booth seemed to 
have gone on conducting a very important 
sale, with the vaguest possible understanding 
as to what he was to get out of it. There 
was the fact, however, that plaintiff's brother 
had got 5 per cent on the sale of another 
steamer, which his friend had said was the 
occasion of a dispute, but, as his Lord- 
ship must be aware, ‘the dispute was not 
as to the amount ’of brokerage, as to 
whether brokerage was payable at all. Mr. 
Glover was perfectly aware at the time 
that plaintiff's brother had obtained 5 per cent 
brokerage on the sale of ‘that steamer ; and 
under such circumstances he asked, was it 
conceivable that if Mr. Glover had intended

facts, in his opinion, went to prove that tho 
demand of 5: per cent was: never seriously 
objected to, and it was only in the spring of 
the present year, when affairs one too 
poing thatthe charge was protested against 
y thie defendants. With regard to the Pre- 
cursor, hhe thought he bad shown that’ the 
sale of the two ships was one and the samo 
transaction, that the sale of the Precursor was 
as much due to the plaintiff's exertions: in 
the beginning of the negociation, as the sale 
of the Daybreak.

‘Tho result was,’ they sold two ships; 
and plaintiff, the sole instrament by which 
the introduction had been gained, was\as 
mich entitled to remuneration for the sale 
of the secoud as he was for the first ship. It 
was not for plaintiff to state the terms of de- 
fendants’ contract with the Chinese ; that was 
‘a. matter which he left, aud very properly, en- 
tirely in their hands.

agent ; knew that he had steamers to sell ; 
and that his firm were just the people to 
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supply these steamers. So he writes Mr. 
Glover a letter—a very fair letter—on the 
subject. In the first instance there is no 
doubt that no mention was made of com- 
mission, nor in fact until Mr. Glover 
suggests that he should be put in direct 
communication with the Chinese does 
it appear to have been mentioned. On the 
9th November, when business begins to 
Took “as if, something was going to be 
done, Mr. Gore-Booth suggests in his letter 
that Mr. Glover should telegraph to his firm 
in England, Now Mr. Gore-Booth’s version 
is this, that it was upon this day, the 9th, 
he mentioned the question of commission.

At any rate brokerage was understood to be 
payable, although the amount does not seem 
to have been mentioned. Between the 9th 
and the 15th negociations were being carried 
on by Mr. Gore-Booth and Mr. Glover with 
the Chinese, and ultimately the sale of the 
Daybreak was effected for Tis. 100,000. You 
must hear in mind that, on the introduc- 
tive of Mr. Glover to the Chinese, more 
than one steamer was talked about, Ac- 
cording to the evidence, two steamers were 
in requisition, perhaps four, and very likely 
more. Therefore the evidence does show 
that the introduction was given, not with 
regard to a single purchase ‘only, but 
for the purchase of two or four or several 
‘steamers, and in estimating the evidence as to 
the introduction, there isthiscircumstance tobi 
taken into consideration. On the 15th, as I ha 
already observed, they concluded the sale of 
the Daybreak. ‘That sale appears to have got 
wind, “Other brokers entered into competi- 
ion, and bears to pave peste, to the 

possibly with the hope of getting 
some of the loaves and fishes for themselves, 
that the Daybreak was a very poor purchase, 
that it could have been got much cheaper 
and the result of this was that the Chinese 
demanded a rebate. 1 think it due to the 
plaintiff to draw your attention to the fact 
that it does not lie with the defendants, at all, 
to accuse hit of having injured their business 
or lessened the value of the introduction, be- 
cause he certainly seems to have got the very 
beat price for the Daybreak, and what he di 
‘was clearly in their interests. ‘Therefore, if 
even the Chinese did refuse to do any more 
business with Gore-Booth because of the 
price they had paid for the steamer, it 
% rather hard upon him to throw it 
back in his teeth. Whether it was on 
account of the larger sum obtained, 
‘on account of the suggestions of other brokers, 
it was quite clear that the Chinese did refuse 
to do business with Barnet & Co. until 
the rebate was made. Plaintiff advised 
the payment of the rebate, if they could 
get, orders for a larger number of steamers, 
which would make it worth their while. 
After giving this advice, he learned that 
Mr. Chew, who aj to have been act- 
ing on behalf of the Chinese Com 
deen ‘ate cominunication with Mr. Glover. 
‘He spoke to Mr. Glover about it, and the latter 
‘seems to have replied to the effect that “no- 
thing more can be done until the question of 
rebate is settled.” Upon hearing this, Mr. 
Gore-Booth did not appear to have bothered 
himself about the matter, except so far as pro- 
curing information as to the price he could get 
steamers at. ‘the sale of the Precursor was 
effected on the 17th Dec., without Mr. Gore- 
Booth’s intervention. Thereupon, some cor- 
respondence took place between the parties, 
Mr. Gore-Booth claiming his 5 per cent. on the 
tale of the Precureoy, as well a on the sale of 
first steamer. ‘The percentage question 
‘was one that would demand their earnest con- 
sideration; and it is, what was understood at 
the time ? No doubt a man has a perfect right 
to say, “I don't care what rate other people 
do their business at, I make my own price, and 
that is 5 per cent.” And if that is agreed to 
on the part of the person engaging his services, 
{t must he paid, IE 5 per cant was mentioned 
in this case, and defendants afterwards said, 
“I told you that was too much ; I will only 
Poza hat, i customary,” that is entirely 
ide the question. If he availed him- 
self of plaintiff's assistance, knowing 
charge, and he did business with the indivi- 
duals to whom he was introduced, undoubt- 
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edly he is liable to pay the 5 per cent. On 
the other hand, Mr. Glover says, “No; 5 per 
cent was never mentioned until after the bar- 
gain was closed. 1 then said that one per 
cent was the usual brokerage and nearer the 
mark,” or something of that kind. fn con- 


nection with this, it is quite clear to me that | ch, 


Mr. Glover, who was new to Shanghai, did 
not know the rate. He may have made up his 
mind to pay what was cus ;, but he came 
to no deci contract wi 
on the subject. But on 
also to be said that, knowing Mr. Gore-Booth’s 
charge was 5 per cent, he should not have 
gone and availed himself of his assistance, 
except upon the principle of paying him for 
it. In matters of this sort, the parties should 
come to a positive understanding, for if one 
leads the person he is employing to believe 
that he will pay him what he asks for his 
work, he is bound to pay him. If, however, 
you are of opinion that there was no arrange: 
ment come to on either side about the pay- 
ment of per centage, then unquestionably 
you must award such a sum as you may 
consider reasonable. With to the 
Deybrenk, there is no doubt that she was 
sold through the agency of Mr. Gore-Booth, 
and the only question is, what percent: 
age will you award. Shall it be 1 or 24, or 
will you consider that Mr. Gore-Booth’s terms 
were 5 per cent and must be paid? As to the 
Precursor, nothing has yet been paid upon her 
sale, the defendants altogether denying their 
Kiability upon th qgoand that the Chinese 
had refused to do business with Mr. Gore- 
Booth, and they felt therefore quite at liberty 
to do ‘business with them themselves, But it 
is for you to determine whether after all the 
percentage was still due to plaintiff, who had 
given them the introduction. The dates of 
the two sales are the 14th November and the 
17th December, and upon these facts you must 
say if it formed part of one transaction, and if, 
being so, plaintiff was entitled to 5 per cent on 
her sale. All the letters which have passed 
between the parties since March and April 
must be thrown out of the question, because 
they throw no light on the nature of the ar- 
went and are simply evidence that Mr, 
Gore-Booth was persistent in his claim of 
5 per cent, and the defendants equally 
persistent in repudiating their lability. You 
may therefore confine your attention to letters 
ing before the sale of the Precursor. Nor 
does it much matter, in my opinion, what 
the usual brokers changes are, unless you 
should be of opinion that no’ arrangement 
for 5 per cent existed. You have had evidence 
on that point, and it appears that the usual 





























rate is 1 and 2 and 2} per cent. 2} seems to 
be the most usual per centage, although com- 
petition may occasionally lead a broker to 








accept a lower rate, We have heard some- 
thing to the effect that supposing, they had 
sold 20 steamers, would Mr. Gore-Booth have 
been entitled to Tis. 100,000? ‘There is no 
reason that he should not, for by ‘everything 
he made profit ou so did’ the others ; every- 
thing to his was also to their advantage; aud 
the sale of twenty steamers would have’ been 
beneficial to themand himalike. But the real 
questions for you to determine are,—was his 
charge 5 per cent ; was that the per cent- 
age upon which he engaged to introduce the 
defendants to the Chinese Company ; did the 
transaction in connection with the sale of the 
Precursor float out of the original introduc- 
tion ; and is the defendant entitled to the 
‘same per centage on the sale of the second as 
he is on the first vessel, or, if not, how much 
for the Daybreak aud how much for the 
Precursor ? 

‘The Jury retired for about five minutes, 
and on said they found that 
plaintiff was entitled to 5 per cent on the 
sale of the Daybrevk, and 24 per cent on the 
sale of the Precursor.

Claim for surrender of Newspaper Plant, 
‘The petition of the plaintiff was to the effect 
that in December, 1871, he purchased the 
Sania, Repel ae John sore, of 
shai, part of the property transferred 
being’ an’ engraved block ‘of the newspaper 
Ueading, with sundry head lines and column 
rules. In February, 1872, the printing of the 
News-Letter, with the plant, was transferred 
to the office of the Shanghai Evening Courier 
In the following month the plant of the Courier 
office was taken over by the defendants, who, 
until a recent date, continued the printing of 
the News-Letler by agreement with plaintiff. 
On the 26th May last, defendants, without 
previous notice, forced plaintiff to remove from 
their office the pri News-Letter, at 
the same time refu 
ng, rules, &e. ; alleging 
of the plant of the Courier office purchased by 
them. Plaintif contended that the proprietors 
of the Courier office, having expressly declared 
that they never had any interest in or title to 
the News-Letter, could not have been propri 
tors of the plant which plaintiff purchased 
along with it, and could not therefore transfer 
to defendants what, in fact, was not theirs to 
transfer. But if it should appear that the 
conveyance on which defendants relied gave 
them a good title to the property under di 
yute, plaintiff yet urged that the defendants 
ought the property in error, and an equitable 
adjustment of the difficulty would be that a 
valuation of the property be made, and that 
on plaintiff paying to defendants the amount 
of such valuation, the defendants be ordered 
to deliver up the property to plaintiff 
In reply to this petition, the defendants 
stated that in Marcb, 1872, Dr. George ‘Thin, 
one of the proprietors of the Keeniny Courier,

requested them to tender for printing the 
Courier, the Budyet, and the News-Letter, 
which weas then being printed at the Courier 
ottice, Foochow |, under the superinten- 


dence of the plaintiff.” ‘They first tendered for 
the printing of the Courier alone, which was ac- 
cepted ; and subsequently printed the Budget 
and the Nevs-Letler, after ascertaining the ac- 
‘tual enst by printing one or two issues, on condi- 
tion that the whole plant, types, furniture and 
effects of the Evening Courier office were trans- 
ferred at a valuation to be made for. both par- 
ties by Mr. Palamountain. Such valuation 
was made and accepted, with the full know- 
ledge of the plaintiff, and without any objec- 
tion being raised on his part. ‘The purchase and 
delivery was made with plaintiff's knowledge, 
ice was given tothem that he had any.

mitted a breach of contract. ‘They denied 
that they had doue anything of the kind ; 
nor had it been their desire to inconvenience 
him in any way. If he would only agree to 
settle the accounts, they would be quite 
ready to give him his due, and to make him a 
present of the plant in dispute. 

‘PLAIsTiFF was not willing to settle the 
‘matter in this summary way, as there were 
other facts in connection with the affair 
which ought to be brought forward. A 
great deal of foreign matter was introduced, 
As to his not having claimed the property 
during the time the defendants continued to 
print for him, and he considered it necessary 
that he should have the opportunity to ex- 
plain this away. Mr. Lang then explained 
that he bought the News Letier for the pro- 
prietors of the other two papers which he 
was managing at the time, the Courier and 
the Budget, but as they showed an unwilling- 
ness to take it, he himself took the manage- 


























ment of it on his own account. ‘They printed 
itfor him, the payments being drawn in his 
ame ; aud on the papers being taken over 


by Da Costa & Co., with the plunt &e., that 
used in connection with the News-Letter still 
remained his property. 

Mr. Coorait.—Then why did you not put in 
your claim at the time of the valuation ? 

Mr. B, Patawousrasy was then examined 
by Mr. Cooper, with reference to-the valua- 
tion, He stated that, at the beginning of the 
year 1872, he was instructed by’ the Inte pro- 
prietors of the Courier and other newspapers 
Connected with the same offico to make a. 
valuation of the plant and effects, on behalf of 
Da Costa & Co., and also for Dr. Thin, Mr, 
Lang was at that time in charge of the office, 
and was aware that he included in his valu:
